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Public  and  the  Charges 

CHEMISTS  TO  TAKE  PART  IN  SURVEY 

A  SURVEY  to  assess  the  effectiveness  of  publicity  measures  used  in 
connection  with  the  reintroduction  of  prescription  charges  is  being  car- 
ried out  for  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  by 
the  Government  Social  Survey. 


The  survey  is  said  to  be  in  the  long- 
term  interests  of  chemists  in  that  it 
will  show  whether  further  measures 
are  necessary.  Chemists  are  asked  to 
co-operate  by  replying  to  questions  by 
an  interviewer  about  their  experience 
of  the  extent  to  which  members  of  the 
public  understand  the  new  arrange- 
ments. A  sample  of  the  public  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  pharmacy  will  also  be 
questioned.  The  Central  N.H.S.  (Chem- 
ist Contractors)  Committee  and  Nat- 
ional Pharmaceutical  Union  are  said  to 
have  no  objection  to  contractors'  tak- 
ing part  in  the  survey.

Quality  of  Drugs 

PHARMACEUTICAL  CONTROL  OPPOSED 

QUALITY  control  of  drugs  should  be 
exercised  either  through  local  author- 
ities   or    through    the    Ministry  of 


Health,  says  the  annual  report  for 
1967  of  the  Association  of  Public 
Analysts.  Control  should  be  independ- 
ent of  the  pharmaceutical  industry  or 
pharmaceutical  interests  generally,  it 
declares.  While  welcoming  the  inten- 
tion in  the  Medicines  Bill  virtually  to 
remove  drugs  from  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act.  believing  it  will  tighten 
control  on  manufacture  and  reduce  the 
possibility  of  disasters,  the  Association 
feels  that  the  controlling  authority 
must  be  not  only  impartial  but  seen 
to  be  impartial.  Elsewhere  the  report, 
commenting  on  the  first  year's  results 
(to  July  31.  1967)  of  a  two-year  survey, 
suggests  that  there  is  no  cause  for 
alarm  lest  harmful  amounts  of  pesti- 
cides are  contaminating  food.

THE  Retail  Trades  Education  Coun- 
cil is  offering  an  extension  of  its 
"managers  as  trainers"  service  to  larger 
retail  firms,  whether  multiples  or  in- 
dependents.

Prescription  Charges 

STAMPS  SCHEME  FOR  RURAL  AREAS 

CHEMISTS  in  Scotland  who  serve 
rural  areas  and  may  be  unable  to  col- 
lect a  proportion  of  the  prescription 
charges  in  cash  may,  at  the  option'  of 
the  patient,  accept  postage  stamps  in- 
stead.  Executive   Councils   will  give 


approval  for  the  arrangement  where 
prescriptions  are  supplied  without  the 
chemist  meeting  .the  patient  or  his 
personal  representative.  The  patient 
should  affix  the  stamps  to  the  back  of 
the  prescription  form,  and  they  should 
be  cancelled  by  the  chemist's  stamp. 
Stamped  prescription  forms  should  be 
submitted  in  a  separate  bundle.  No 
deduction  will  be  made  from  remunera- 
tion for  such  prescriptions.

Chemists  in  Leicester  are  co-operat- 
ing with  the  local  health  department  in 
a  "drug  safety  week."  They  have  agreed 
to  collect  unwanted  drugs  and  to  dis- 
play posters.  In  the  past  six  months, 
411  children  have  received  treatment 
for  accidental  poisoning  at  Leicester 
hospitals,  and  one  has  died. 

The  forty-eighth  annual  meeting  of 
the  Proprietary  Association  of  Great 
Britain  was  held  in  London  on  June  13.

To  mark  the  twentieth  anniversary 
of  the  National  Health  Service,  the 
Minister  of  Health  (Mr.  Kenneth 
Robinson)  is  holding  a  conference  in 
London  on  July  4  and  5.  Taking  part 
will  be  about  300  people  drawn  from 
the  Health  Service,  and  from  voluntary 
organisations  and  other  bodies  con- 
cerned with  its  work.  Sessions  will  deal 
with  changing  medical  needs,  evolv- 
ing practice,  resource  planning,  man- 
ning and  communications. 


INDUSTRIAL  RELATIONS 

Company  and  factory  agreements  recommended 


COMPANY  and  factory  agreements 
should  become  the  basis  of  industrial 
relations  in  Great  Britain  and  such 
agreements  should  be  registered  with 
the  Department  of  Employment  and 
Productivity,  says  the  Royal  Commis- 
sion on  Trade  Unions  and  Employers' 
Associations  (H.M.  Stationery  Office, 
price  £1). 

The  Commission  urges  the  complete 
overhaul  of  industrial  relations  in  pro- 
posals that  "are  fundamental  to  the 
improved  use  of  manpower."  The  tra- 
ditional approach  to  collective  bargain- 
ing meant  that  negotiations  about  pay 
were  largely  separated  from  considera- 
tions of  efficiency  and  the  industrial 
employer  found  his  scope  for  negotia- 
tion was  drastically  narrowed  because 
"so  much  has  already  been  given  away 
at  industry  level." 

Boards  of  directors  should  bring 
about  changes,  reviewing  their  indus- 
trial relations  policies  and  aiming  to 
develop  comprehensive  and  authorita- 
tive bargaining  machinery  at  company 
level. 

A  new  Industrial  Relations  Act 
should  provide  for  the  registering  of 
collective  agreements.  The  Commis- 
sion recommends  that,  initially,  only 
companies  with  5,000  or  more  em- 
ployees should  be  covered,  but  the 
limit  would  be  progressively  reduced. 
The  Act  would  also  provide  for  the 
establishment  of  an  independent  Indus- 
trial Relations  Commission  which,  on 
reference  from  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  Employment  and  Productivity,  in- 
vestigate and  report  on  cases  and  prob- 
lems arising  from  the  registration  of 
agreements.  The  Department  of  Em- 


ployment and  Productivity's  industrial 
relations  service  would  handle  queries 
and  problems  to  the  point  at  which 
reference  was  made  to  the  Commission. 
The  new  Commission  should  also  con- 
sider problems  of  the  smaller  com- 
panies and  inquire  into  industrial  re- 
lations in  a  factory  or  industry. 

Urgent  measures  to  deal  with  un- 
official strikes  (95  per  cent,  of  all  stop- 
pages) are  demanded  in  the  report, 
which  states  they  are  indicative  of 
shortcomings  in  the  way  in  which  in- 
dustrial relations  are  currently  con- 
ducted. The  Commission  rejects  the 
legal  enforcement  of  collective  agree- 
ments. "It  would  .  .  .  direct  attention 
from  the  underlying  causes  to  the 
symptoms  of  the  disease  and  might 
indeed  delay  or  even  frustrate  the 
cure  we  recommend."  Also  many 
other  recommendations  are  made  for 
changes  both  in  the  law  and  in  the 
way  the  affairs  of  trade  unions,  em- 
ployers' associations  and  industry 
generally  are  conducted.  The  chairman 
of  the  Commission  was  Lord  Donovan, 
and  the  Commission  received  evidence 
from  some  430  organisations  and  per- 
sons. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  June 
13  Mrs.  Barbara  Castle  (Secretary 
of  State,  Department  of  Employment 
and  Productivity)  thanked  Lord  Dono- 
van and  his  colleagues  for  a  valuable 
and  constructive  report  and  said  she 
was  urgently  consulting  with  both 
sides  of  industry  on  the  Commission's 
recommendations.  In  the  light  of  the 
consultations  a  White  Paper  would  be 
presented  setting  out  the  government's 
proposals. 
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Traffic  problems  in  towns  are  still 
not  understood  by  more  than  one 
local  authority  in  three  says  a  report 
(Car  Parking,  1968)  just  published  by

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

The  First  Week 

As  I  write  the  first  week  of  prescription  charges  has  drawn  to  a  close. 
The  time  taken  up  in  explanations  and  assistance  generally  has  been  con- 
siderable, for  few  people  had  read  the  small  print  on  the  back  of  the 
form  and  few  had  been  able  to  grasp  its  import.  As  I  anticipated,  great 
patience  was  called  for  and  the  normal  smooth  running  of  the  department 
was  completely  disrupted.  Old  people  had  come  without  their  spectacles; 
uncompleted  forms  were  handed  in  by  young  messengers  who  were  told 
that  they  were  not  to  pay;  doctors  advised  patients  to  consult  their  chemist 
— he  would  know  (very  nattering  that  one).  Some  came  in  quietly  and 
asked  advice;  some  approached  the  desk  with  a  belligerence  and  arrogance 
which,  could  it  be  transferred,  would  be  found  of  the  utmost  value  to 
potential  heavyweight  boxers  or  to  England's  cricket  eleven.  And  through 
it  all,  time  that  could  have  been  more  profitably  spent  was  squandered 
on  explanations  of  a  complex  system  engineered  by  complex  minds.  I 
read  the  statement  of  Mr.  G.  T.  M.  David  (chairman  of  the  Central  N.H.S. 
(Chemist  Contractors)  Committee)  made  to  a  meeting  in  London  on  May 
29.  I  am  frankly  astonished  that  he  should  have  tried  to  justify  the  penny 
per  prescription  in  the  manner  he  did.  Mr.  David  said  that  it  seemed 
not  to  have  been  generally  appreciated  that  one  penny  per  prescription 
represented  an  actual  payment  of  twopence  per  non-exempt  prescription, 
on  the  basis  that  the  one  penny  payment  was  applicable  to  all  prescrip- 
tions, whereas  it  had  been  estimated  that  50  per  cent,  of  prescriptions 
would  not  attract  the  2s.  6d.  charge.  Did  it  not  occur  to  the  speaker  that 
explanation  would  be  necessary  to  those  who  thought  they  were  exempt, 
because  of  what  they  thought  chronic  illness  meant;  because  the  husband 
was  over  sixty-five  and  his  wife  sixty-four  was  drawing  the  old-age  pension 
jointly  with  him;  because  a  child  was  still  at  school  but  was  in  fact  six- 
teen? And  was  a  young  mother  who  had  lost  her  child  at  the  age  of 
ten  days  still  a  nursing  mother?  The  pharmacist  may,  as  Mr.  David  said, 
have  no  responsibility  for  checking  the  authority  of  anyone  signing  a  form, 
but  when  asked  he  has  a  duty  to  see,  in  his  customer's  interest,  that  no 
false  statement  is  made. 

Deleted  Drugs 

I  note  from  the  column  headed  "Prescribers'  Press"  that  a  doctor  has 
written  to  the  British  Medical  Journal  suggesting  that  drug  companies 
should  be  invited  to  publish  in  the  medical  Press  details  of  proposed 
deletions  from  their  lists  of  products  before  finally  deciding  to  withdraw 
any  preparations.  The  writer  goes  on  to  propose  that  a  British  Medical 
Association  subcommittee  might  then,  on  consideration,  advise  the  com- 
pany against  its  continuance.  That  highlights  a  problem  which  causes 
considerable  trouble  to  pharmacists,  for  doctors  have  been  known  to  re- 
turn to  a  tried  favourite  of  earlier  years  which  is  no  longer  available,  and 
patients  who  for  long  periods  have  had  the  same  medication  are  dismayed 
to  learn  that  it  is  no  longer  manufactured.  For  some  time  they  "make 
the  rounds,"  hoping  that  someone  still  has  a  stock,  but  even  that  comes 
to  an  end  and  life  is  never  the  same  again.  But  it  has  to  be  remembered 
that  big  business  today  pays  homage  to  sales  graphs,  and  it  seems  highly 
unlikely  that  a  product  which  is  no  longer  "in  the  charts" — I  think  that 
is  the  current  expression — will  be  retained  in  order  to  gratify  a  few 
doctors  or  satisfy  a  few  consumers.  But  I  find  difficulty  in  keeping  track 
of  deletions,  for  they  have  been  known  to  make  a  temporary  come-back 
and  then  vanish  again  from  the  scene.  I  felt  extremely  sympathetic  to- 
wards a  representative  recently  who  was  unable  to  say  with  any  confi- 
dence, even  after  consulting  literature,  whether  a  product  still  existed. 

Cade 

When  I  was  a  junior  I  was  fascinated  by  the  label  of  a  bottle  it  was  my 
duty  to  dust  at  irregular  intervals.  It  was  "huile  de  cade,"  known  to  me 
later  in  another  pharmacy  as  ol.  cadini.  Why  the  French  title  I  have  often 
wondered,  as  I  did  again  only  the  other  day,  when  another  doctor  reverted 
to  a  tried  favourite. 
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RESTRICTIVE  PRACTICES  COURT 

Ruling  given  in  medications  reference 


THE  Restrictive  Practices  Court  in 
London  rejected  on  June  18  a  request 
by  the  Association  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Industry  to  make  a  distinc- 
tion between  prescription  drugs  or 
"ethical"  medications  and  "non-ethical" 
or  counter  proprietaries  under  the  refer- 
ence of  medicaments  and  related 
classes  of  goods  which  the  court  will 
be  considering  for  exemption  under  the 
Resale  Prices  Act.  Mr.  Charles  Spar- 
row, Q.C.,  for  the  Association,  asked 
the  court  to  make  a  preliminary  deci- 
sion on  whether  prescription  drugs 
should  be  included  in  the  same  refer- 
ence with  non-ethical  medications.  He 
also  sought  a  preliminary  decision  on 
the  question  of  construction  which 
arose  from  the  particular  conditions 
under  which  prescription  drugs  were 
dispensed  under  the  National  Health 
Service. 

He  submitted  that  prescription  drugs 
were  not  sold  direct  to  the  public  and 
therefore  posed  the  vital  question  of 
whether  manufacturers  of  those  goods 
had  available  to  them  under  the  Act 
the  "gateways"  to  exemption.  The 
gateways  related  to  possible  reduction 
in  the  number  of  establishments  which 
serve  the  public,  increases  in  the  price 
of  goods  which  were  supplied  to  the 
public  and  the  diminution  of  the  ser- 
vices provided  in  connection  with  the 
supply  of  those  goods  to  the  public  if 
resale  price  maintenance  was  abolished. 

Mr.  Sparrow  said  that  the  goods  sup- 
plied by  his  clients  were  in  a  special 
class  which  distinguished  them  from 
other  goods  in  the  reference. 

"It  is,  we  submit,  self-evident  that 
prescription  drugs  cannot  properly  be. 
included  in  the  same  reference  as  de- 
tergents for  baby  clothes  and  bicarbo- 
nate of  soda,"  added  Mr.  Sparrow. 

Registrar  Opposes 

The  application  was  opposed  by  the 
Registrar  of  Restrictive  Trading  Agree- 
ments. Also  represented  at  the  hearing 
were  the  other  parties  to  the  reference 
— the  Proprietary  Association  of  Great 
Britain,  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association,  and  Boots  Pure  Drug  Co., 
Ltd.  The  application  was  heard  by  Mr. 
Justice  Buckley,  sitting  with  Major 
General  W.  E.  V.  Abraham,  Sir  Eric 
Bingen,  and  Mr.  N.  C.  Pearson. 

Mr.  Sparrow  said  counter  propriet- 
aries had  no  part  in  the  National 
Health  Service.  There  was  Ministry  of 
Health  control  over  the  advertising  of 
prescription  drugs  but  no  such  control 
on  proprietaries.  Price  maintenance 
operated  basically  in  a  different  way 
between  the  two  groups  of  products. 

Mr.  Sparrow  said  the  method  of  dis- 
tribution between  the  two  groups  of 
medicaments  also  differed.  With  pres- 
cription drugs  the  distributor  was  also 
called  upon  to  provide  technical  assis- 
tance as  well  as  to  supply  drugs. 

Mr.  Anthony  Evans,  for  the  Regis- 
trar, said  it  was  the  Registrar's  case 
that  there  was  no  clear  workable  dis- 
tinction between  ethical  and  non-ethical 
medicaments.  The  Association  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Industry  includ- 
ed manufacturers  whose  activities  might 


be  confined  to  ethical  drugs  but  also 
had  some  members  who  manufactured 
ethical  and  non-ethical  drugs  and  were 
also  members  of  the  two  proprietary 
associations.  Of  the  thirty  parties  to  the 
present  application,  eleven  were  also 
members  of  one  or  other  of  the  pro- 
prietary associations. 

Mr.  Evans  maintained  that  any  one 
of  the  drugs  which  was  concerned  in 
the  existing  reference  might  be  sup- 
plied to  a  member  of  the  public. 
Therefore  it  might  be  sold  to  a  mem- 
ber of  the  public  and  the  obvious  case 
was  the  private  patient  who  got  a  pres- 
cription from  the  doctor  and  took  it 
to  the  chemist  and  obtained  the  drug. 

If  the  application  before  the  court 
succeeded  it  would  result  in  two  refer- 
ences instead  of  one,  covering  all  pro- 
prietary brands.  That  would  result  in 
two  bodies  coming  to  the  court  to 
make  submissions  and  giving  evidence 
on  the  same  distribution  chain — the 
same  manufacturers  making  both  types 
of  drug,  the  same  distributors  distribut- 
ing both  types,  the  same  chemists 
supplying  both  types,  the  same  doc- 
tors prescribing  both  types  and  the 
Government  being  concerned  with 
both  types. 

Mr.  Evans  said  it  was  disturbing  to 
see  how  far  they  had  come  from  the 
case  they  thought  they  would  have  to 
meet  originally. 

The  application  appeared  to  be  one 
of  subdividing  the  class  of  medica- 
ments into  two. 

The  choice  of  criteria  or  definitions 
of  "ethical"  which  had  been  given  had 
rested  first  on  advertising,  then  on 
sales  to  the  public  and  on  goods  usu- 
ally prescribed  under  the  National 
Health  Service.  There  were  a  lot  of 
anomalies  in  the  application.  The  appli- 
cation should  not  be  allowed  to  suc- 
ceed as  it  was  bound  to  lead  to  con- 
fusion. 

Mr.  Ian  Threlfall,  Q.C.,  for  the 
Proprietary  Association  of  Great  Bri- 
tain and  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association,  agreed  that  it  was  imprac- 
ticable to  divide  the  class  of  medica- 
ments. He  emphasised  the  heavy 
burden  that  lay  on  those  who  had 
previously  agreed  to  one  procedure 
and  classification  to  show  that  different 
ones  should  be  adopted.  The  easiest 
classification,  from  the  point  of  view 
of  the  final  hearing,  should  be  sought. 
In  fact,  the  features  that  united  ethical 
and  counter  proprietaries  for  the  pur- 
pose of  the  Act  were  more  important 
than  those  that  could  be  said  to  dis- 
tinguish them.  Both  classes  were  sub- 
ject to  the  same  channels  of  supply  and 
did  not  affect  a  different  class  of  con- 
sumer. It  would  be  unrealistic  if  some 
goods  were  taken  out  and  put  in  an- 
other reference.  The  public  were  likely 
to  suffer. 

Mr.  Jeremy  Lever,  for  Boots  Pure 
Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  said  he  adopted  the 
submissions  made  by  Mr.  Threlfall. 

Announcing  the  court's  decision.  Mr. 
Justice  Buckley  said  that  no  order 
would  be  made  on  the  question  of  pres- 
cription drugs  being  in  a  different 
reference.  "It  seems  to  us  that  the  trade 


in  this  type  of  merchandise,  whether  it 
be  for  providing  supplies  for  the  Nat- 
ional Health  Service,  or  providing 
medicaments  for  the  public  which  buy 
otherwise  than  under  the  N.H.S.,  is 
really  all  one  trade,"  he  said.  It  all  em- 
ploys the  same  sources  of  production, 
the  same  machinery  of  distribution  and 
the  same  retail  outlets  at  which  the 
public  can  get  supplies." 

To  consider  application  of  the  Act 
to  one  part  of  the  trade,  divorced 
from  the  other  part,  would  lead  to 
very  great  difficulty.  "It  is  virtually 
impossible  to  devise  a  really  satisfac- 
tory line  of  demarcation,"  he  said. 

The  Judge  said  that  the  court  thought 
it  impracticable  for  the  purposes  for 
which  they  had  to  consider  classifica- 
tion of  goods,  to  try  to  divide  the  sub- 
ject matter  under  two  heads.  It  would 
lead  to  confusion  and  difficulty  unless 
the  two  references  were  heard  to- 
gether. No  order  would  therefore  be 
made. 

As  to  the  request  for  a  preliminary 
decision  on  a  question  of  law  regard- 
ing the  construction  which  arose  from 
the  particular  conditions  under  which 
prescription  drugs  were  dispensed 
under  the  N.H.S.,  he  said  it  was  the 
view  of  the  court  that  it  would  be  pre- 
mature to  direct  a  trial  of  that  point  at 
the  moment,  as  it  was  not  possible  to 
see  what  relevance  it  might  have  later 
on.  It  was  likely  to  lead  to  confusion 
and  was  therefore  to  be  stood  over, 
with  liberty  for  the  applicants  to  amend 
it  in  any  way,  and  liberty  to  restore  it 
after  pleadings  were  closed. 

Biological  Research 

A  CENTRE'S  FACILITIES  EXTENDED 

A  NEW  laboratory  extension  for  the 
British  Industrial  Biological  Research 
Association  was  opened  on  June  13 
by  Mr.  H.  Hoy  (Joint  Parliamentary 
Secretary,  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food).  Activities  of  the 
laboratories,  which  are  situated  in 
pleasant  rural  surroundings  near  Car- 
shalton.  Surrey,  have  greatly  expanded 
since  they  were  established  on  their 
present  site  in  1964.  B.I.B.R.A.  itself 
was  established  in  1960  with  the  pri- 
mary object  of  undertaking  research  to 
establish  the  safety  in  use.  or  other- 
wise, of  food  additives,  but  its  work 
now  extends  to  food  packaging  and 
the  safety  of  cosmetics,  drugs,  pesti- 
cides, industrial  chemicals,  etc.  Greater 
support  from  industry  and  the  Govern- 
ment has  resulted  in  an  increase  in 
staff  and  equipment  (now  worth  about 
£120.000).  necessitating  the  provision  of 
more  laboratory  space.  The  opportu- 
nity has  been  taken  to  build  extra 
rooms  for  additional  animal  species,  in- 
cluding guinea  pigs,  monkeys,  ham- 
sters and  poultry.  That  enables  tests 
to  be  carried  out  on  the  species  that  is 
most  like  man  in  the  way  its  body 
deals  with  the  substances  under  test.  In 
that  way  a  hint  is  given  whether  addi- 
tives may  be  safely  used  in  man's 
food.  Problems  are  sent  to  the  Asso- 
ciation by  members  and  information  is 
circulated  by  bulletins  and  via  scien- 
tific journals.  B.I.B.R.A.  staff  now  totals 
eighty-six,  including  twenty-one  gradu- 
ates.

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IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


THE  still  outstanding  disagreement 
over  the  remuneration  of  Scottish 
Chemist  Contractors  came  up  in  the 
Commons  on  June  13,  when,  in  a 
written  answer  Mr.  W.  Rose  (Secre- 
tary of  State  for  Scotland)  told  Mr. 
A.  Eadie  that  it  had  been  agreed  to 
refer  to  arbitration  the  question  of 
remuneration  during  the  early  weeks 
of  the  new  scheme,  and  in  the  longer 
term  to  deal  with  the  matter  by  a 
general  review  of  remuneration  under 
Whitley  Committee  procedure. 

Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Bill 

The  Health  Services  and  Public 
Health  Bill  received  its  third  reading 
in  the  House  of  Lords  on  June  13. 

Imported  Surgical  Products 

The  Minister  of  Health  was  asked 
on  June  11  if  he  was  aware  that  cer- 
tain imported  plastic  surgical  instru- 
mentation was  less  thoroughly  sterilised 
than  comparative  British  products 
necessarily  sold  at  a  higher  price.  Mr. 
Tom  Driberg  asked  what  steps  had 
been  taken  to  ascertain  that  such  equip- 
ment was  sterile  whether  the  Minister 
would  announce  a  definition  of  the 
word  "sterile,"  and  if  he  would  ensure 
that  none  of  the  imported  products 
would  be  bought  for  the  National 
Health  Service.  Mr.  Julian  Snow  (Par- 
liamentary Secretary,  Ministry  of 
Health)  said  the  system  of  control  of 
such  products  was  being  extended. 
Definition  of  the  word  "sterile"  was 
not  in  doubt  and  hospital  authorities 
were  warned  when  the  Ministry  had 
any  reason  to  believe  that  an  article  of 
medical  equipment  might  be  hazardous 
to  use. 

Pharmaceutical  Services  in  Rural  Areas 

Mr.  A.  J.  Gardner  asked  how  the 
Minister  of  Health  proposed  to  im- 
prove facilities  for  obtaining  medicines 
prescribed  by  doctors  in  rural  areas. 
Mr.  Kenneth  Robinson  (Minister  of 
Health)  replied  that  he  was  not  aware 
of  any  need  for  general  action.  Mr. 
Gardner  spoke  of  the  growing  num- 
ber of  old  people  and  the  progressive 
decline  in  rural  transport  services  mak- 
ing it  more  difficult  for  old  people  to 
get  to  pharmacies  to  have  prescrip- 
tions made  up,  and  asked  if  the 
Minister  would  ask  local  Executive 
Councils  to  look  at  the  problem  again. 
Mr.  Robinson  thought  that  Executive 
Councils  kept  the  matter  continuously 
under  review.  In  remote  areas  informal 
arrangements  were  not  appropriate 
and  should  be  replaced  by  schemes 
organised  with  safeguards  and  with 
the  advice  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety. Mr.  Maurice  Macmillan  said  the 
problem  extended  to  household  reme- 
dies. He  sought  an  assurance  that  the 
general  sale  list  would  be  made  as 
wide  as  possible.  Mr.  Robinson  hardly 
thought  that  the  matter  arose  out  of 
the  question.  He  had  given  Mr.  Mac- 
millan similar  assurances  during  the 
Committee  stage  of  the  Medicines  Bill. 
Mr.  R.  B.  Cant  asked  if  the  Minister 
knew  "pharmaceutical  deserts"  in  ur- 


ban areas  such  as  Stoke-on-Trent,  in 
which  people  had  no  access  to  che- 
mists shops."  Would  the  Minister  con- 
sult Executive  Councils  to  try  to  get 
up  a  chain  of  prescription  collection 
points?  Mr.  Robinson  said  that  if 
Mr.  Cant  had  any  particular  area  in 
mind  and  would  send  details  he  would 
consider  the  situation,  but  he  had  no 
power  to  require  a  pharmacist  to  prac- 
tise in  a  particular  place. 

Grants  for  Small  Firms 

To  help  increase  their  profitability, 
firms  of  between  thirty -five  and  500 
employees  in  the  Bristol-Bath  and  the 
Glasgow  areas  could  obtain  grants 
covering  50  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  em- 
ploying consultants  said  Mr.  Anthony 
Crossland  (President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade)  on  June  11.  The  grants  would 
normally  range  from  £125  to  £5,000, 
assignments  costing  over  £10,000 
would  be  considered,  and  all  industries, 
including  distribution,  were  eligible. 
Companies  wishing  to  make  use  of  the 
scheme  were  required  to  apply  to  the 
consultancy  grants  officer  in  their  local 
Board  of  Trade  office. 

LEGAL  REPORTS 

To  await  arbitration 

"Each  side  had  adequate  ammunition  in 
store  for  the  arbitrator  and,  in  the 
circumstances,  the  proper  course  was 
to  preserve  the  status  quo,  that  of  an 
effective  contract  between  the  parties, 
until  the  arbitrator  had  given  his  de- 
cision." That  comment  was  made  by 
Mr.  Justice  Megarry  in  The  Chancery 
Division  of  the  High  Court,  London, 
on  June  11.  He  dismissed  an  applica- 
tion by  Parfums  Givenchy,  S.A.,  France, 
for  interlocutory  orders  restraining  Par- 
fums Givenchy,  Ltd.,  a  subsidiary  of 
Innoxa  (England),  Ltd.,  New  Bond 
Street,  London,  W.l,  from  using  the 
trade  marks  Le  De  Givenchy  and 
I'lnterdit  and  from  carrying  on  busi- 
ness under  a  style  which  included  the 
word  Givenchy.  The  judge  ordered  a 
stay  of  the  proceedings  to  allow  the 
disputes  between  the  parties  to  be  re- 
ferred to  arbitration  as  provided  by  a 
clause  in  an  agreement  between  them 
made  in  July  1966.  He  granted  Parfums 
Givenchy,  Ltd..  an  injunction,  until  the 
arbitrator  had  determined  the  differences 
between  the  parties,  restraining  Parums 
Givenchy,  S.A.,  granting  to  any  person 
rights  inconsistent  with  rights  granted 
to  the  English  company  respecting 
Givenchy  products  under  the  July  1966 
agreement.  The  judge  awarded  against 
Parfums  Givenchy,  S.A.,  the  costs  of 
the  three  interlocutory  applications  and 
of  the  action.  He  said  that  the  1966 
agreement  related  to  the  sale  of  the 
French  company's  products  by  the 
English  company  in  the  United  King- 
dom. The  dispute  arose  out  of  a  clause 
under  which  the  English  company 
undertook  to  attain  sales  of  £35,000 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1967. 
The  French  company  contended  that 
the  English  company  had  failed  to 
reach  that  figure  and  that  the  agree- 


ment was  at  an  end.  That  was  denied. 
The  whole  dispute  turned  on  a  par- 
ticular sale  of  £4,900  to  Robert  Matalon, 
Ltd.,  a  subsidiary  in  the  Innoxa  group. 
There  was  now  no  disputing  that  the 
proceedings  in  the  action  ought  to  be 
stayed  so  as  to  allow  an  arbitration 
clause  in  the  agreement  to  take  effect. 
The  question  of  the  £4,900  sale  would 
have  to  be  resolved  by  the  arbitrator.

Annual  Meeting 

Committee  members  of  the  Liverpool 
Chemists'  Association  and  Liverpool 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
reported  at  their  annual  meeting  re- 
cently on  their  success  in  making 
known  to  local  Members  of  Parlia- 
ment the  views  of  pharmacists  on 
medicines  legislation.  The  secretary 
(Mr.  A.  E.  Hunter)  said  that  five 
M.P.'s  had  attended  two  committee 
meetings.  "Judging  from  the  corre- 
spondence that  followed  and  the  ap- 
pearance in  Hansard  of  some  of  the 
points  made  by  the  committee,  the 
meetings  were  a  success,"  Letters  had 
been  sent  to  fourteen  local  M.P.'s, 
and  those  who  could  not  attend  had 
asked  for  and  been  sent  information. 
Membership  of  the  Branch,  said  Mr. 


Hunter,  was  now  531  and  of  the  Asso- 
ciation 145.  Collection  of  historical 
relics  of  pharmacy  in  Liverpool  was 
increasing  slowly;  some  members  had 
donated  items  and  the  Corporation 
museum  and  library  authorities  had 
been  helpful.  Visits  to  the  collection 
might  become  part  of  the  curriculum 
of  students  attending  the  school  of 
pharmacy.  It  was  also  important  for 
students  to  know  that  the  local  organi- 
sations acted  as  watchdogs  over  phar- 
macists' interests.  In  discussion  a  mem- 
ber suggested  that  the  annual  meet- 
ing should  be  on  the  lines  of  a  one- 
day  conference,  perhaps  linked  with 
a  display  by  instrument  and  surgical 
appliance  manufacturers.  It  would  be 
interesting  too,  he  said,  if  candidates 
for  election  to  the  Society's  Council 
could  attend  to  put  forward  their 
views.  The  president  of  the  Associa- 
tion (Mr.  J.  C.  Leigh)  pointed  out 
that  a  display  by  manufacturers  would 
be  tabooed  by  the  Society  and  he 
understood  there  was  a  "gentleman's 
agreement"  that  candidates  should  not 
tout  for  votes.  Mrs.  E.  J.  M.  Leigh 
said  it  was  a  condition  of  acceptance 
of  nomination  that  candidates  should 
not  engage  in  electioneering  activities. 
Mr.  Leigh  presented  to  Miss  Anita 
Burrow  the  Association  prize  for  the 
best  third-year  student  in  forensic 
pharmacy  at  Liverpool  School  of  Phar- 
macy, 1966-67.  The  subject  of  estab- 
lishing better  liaison  with  students  was, 
he  said,  being  considered  by  the  com- 
mittee.

Blood  and  Plasma 

The  group  laboratory  at  Lewisham 
Hospital  takes  a  pint  of  blood  from 
each  of  fifty  volunteer  donors  every 
Wednesday  evening,  Dr.  Whitmore 
(physician  in  charge)  told  members  of 
the  South-east  London  Chemists'  As- 
sociation at  a  meeting  at  Lewisham 
Hospital  medical  centre  recently. 
"But,"  he  said,  "this  is  not  enough. 
We  need  more  donors  since  we  could 
use  up  to  one  hundred  pints  a  week." 
Dr.  Whitmore  spoke  of  the  great  ex- 
pansion in  the  work  of  the  blood 
transfusion  service  since  the  1939-45 
war  and  of  the  many  life-saving  tech- 
niques with  blood  and  plasma  that 
had  been  discovered  in  recent  years. 
Only  lack  of  funds  hindered  full  use 
of  the  resources  of  the  service.  If  more 
blood  from  human  donors  could  be 
processed  operation  waiting-lists  could 
be  curtailed. 

N.H.S.  STATISTICS 

In  England  during  November.  1967, 
22,532,419  prescriptions  (14,357,751 
forms)  were  dispensed  by  contractors 
at  a  total  cost  of  £11,940,730.  An  aver- 
age of  127i8d.  per  prescription. 

Contractors  in  Staffordshire  dis- 
pensed 249,433  prescriptions  (161,688 
forms)  during  October  1967.  Total  cost 
was  £129,074,  an  average  of  12419d. 
per  prescription. 

In  Rotherham  during  November, 
1967,  59,342  prescriptions  (35,640 
forms)  were  dispensed  at  a  total  cost 
of  £27,480.  An  average  of  111  14d 
per  prescription. 
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CHANGING  THE  FACE  OF  PHARMACY 

Views  of  a  British  Pharmacist  in  Nigeria 


Sir,— As  a  result  of  Mr.  Powell's 
"immigration"  speech  it  is  difficult, 
from  this  distance  to  be  shocked  by, 
or  attach  much  importance  to,  any  of 
his  utterances.  Remembering  that  the 
ex-Minister  of  Health  used  Section  46 
of  the  Patents  Act,  1949,  to  obtain  for 
the  hospital  services  foreign-made 
instead  of  Brtiish-made  drugs  because, 
to  quote  the  Sainsbury  report  "These 
medicines  had,  in  the  Minister's  view, 
been  in  use  long  enough  for  the 
patentees  to  have  had  a  reasonable 
opportunity  to  recoup  their  expendi- 
ture on  research."  it  was  amusing  to 
read  that,  at  Gedling  on  May  24,  Mr. 
Powell  is  reported  to  have  said  "When- 
ever a  politician  or  a  Minister  or  an 
official  has  the  impudence  to  question 
them  (employers)  about  their  prices, 
they  immediately  begin  to  whine  and 
whimper  in  a  way  that  would  disgrace 
the  victims  of  a  revolutionary  tribunal 
faced  with  the  firing  squad."  One  is 
entitled  to  wonder  if  the  British  phar- 
maceutical industry,  or  sections  there- 
of, in  their  dealings  with  the  ex- 
Minister  of  Health,  were  given  the 
impression  that  they  were  facing  the 
firing  squad  of  a  revolutionary  tribunal. 

Public's  "Nose  for  Humbug" 

However,  Mr.  Powell  presumably 
attempted  to  ensure  that  his  remarks 
at  Gedling  would  not  be  misunder- 
stood, for  he  added  "The  public  has 
a  very  fine  nose  for  humbug."  That 
the  utilisation  of  Section  46  for  hos- 
pital services  drug  procurements 
irretrievably  lost  for  the  U.K.  a  por- 
tion of  its  pharmaceutical  export  busi- 
ness would  be  difficult  to  deny  and, 
unfortunately  for  Britain,  some  over- 
seas authorities  have  extended  beyond 
the  original  five  drugs  concerned  the 
range  of  "patent-pirated"  drug  pro- 
curements. Hence  some  of  us  working 
abroad,  writing  export  business  for 
Britain,  may  now  be  able  to  find  a 
trace  of  gratitude  for  Mr.  Powell  for 
describing  (albeit  somewhat  late)  his 
previous  unperspicacious  activity  as 
"impudence."  It  appears  that  in  some 
quarters,  the  lesson  of  the  harm  done 
to  British  exports  has  not  yet  been 
learned.  That  expert  grocer,  Lord 
Sainsbury,  spoke  in  the  House  of 
Lords,  on  May  27.  against  deleting  a 
clause  extending  the  power  of  the 
Government  over  patented  inventions 
during  the  debate  on  the  Health  Ser- 
vices and  Public  Health  Bill.  Further 
Lord  Sainsbury  appears  to  have  moved 
away  from  the  report  commonly  named 
after  him,  which  stated  inter  alia,  "The 
subject  (patents)  is  one  of  special  dif- 
ficulty and  complexity  both  in  the 
context  of  British  patent  law  and  in 
the  context  of  the  international  patent 
system  .  .  .  We  do  not  feel  that  we  are 
in  a  position  from  our  own  examina- 
tion to  make  any  positive  recommenda- 
tions." The  same  debate  was  used  by 
Baroness  Summerskill  to  pass  the  usual 
obfuscatory  remarks  about  the  phar- 
maceutical industry  and  medical  repre- 
sentatives that  one  has  come  to  expect 
to  be  bruited  by  the  uninformed.  The 
impression  is  given  that,  after  twenty 


years,  the  Baroness  has  failed  to 
identify  the  problems  of  the  Health 
Service  drug  bill.  Thus,  in  confusion, 
she  attacks  an  industry  that  has  pro- 
duced the  tools  to  remove  much  suf- 
fering and  misery  from  the  world  and 
expanded  Britain's  export  trade,  while 
some  medical  representatives,  working 
abroad  under  difficult  conditions,  write 
annually  for  Britain's  exports  exceed- 
ing fj-million  calculated  at  f.o.b. 
values  prior  to  devaluation.  The  Prime 
Minister  has  on  more  than  one  occa- 
sion in  the  House  of  Commons  avoid- 
ed the  logic  of  questions  put  by  the 
Opposition  leader  Mr.  Heath,  but  has 
responded  by  "requesting  him  and  his 
friends  in  the  City  to  serve  the  country 
by  going  out  and  getting  more  export 
orders."  Since  the  British  pharma- 
ceutical industry  has  expanded  its  ex- 
port trade  in  spite  of  frustration  by 
past  and  present  Governments,  and 
not  because  of  government  assistance, 
one  feels  that,  in  future,  it  would  be 


useful  if  politicians,  irrespective  of  the 
party  to  which  they  belong,  would 
think  through  the  implications  of  their 
intended  utterances  and  politely  refrain 
from  making  those  utterances  that  do 
not  usefully  contribute  to  the  debate. 
It  would  be  refreshing  if  politicians 
reflected  upon  Mr.  Heath's  observa- 
tion, made  during  a  television  inter- 
view that  in  all  honesty  he  was  com- 
pelled to  agree  that  the  public's  respect 
for  most  politicians,  of  all  parties,  had 
fallen  to  a  seriously  low  level.  With  the 
arrival  of  Whitsun  one  learned  that  the 
judgment  on  the  Dickson  case  had 
been  delivered  by  the  Appellate  Com- 
mission of  the  House  of  Lords  and, 
since  the  Monopolies  Commission 
appears  unlikely  to  frustrate  the  pro- 
posed Boots /T.  Whites  and  Taylors 
merger,  I  had  the  impression,  while 
you  in  Britain  were  enjoying  a  holiday, 
that  the  last  nine  days  that  were  chang- 
ing the  face  of  France  were  having  a 
not  unrelated  effect  upon  the  face  of 
pharmacy.

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Still  Another  Patents  Investigation? 

There  seems  no  end  to  the  list  of  organisations  and 
individuals  that  feel  it  incumbent  upon  them  to  have 
their  say  on  the  subject  of  patents  in  the  pharmaceuti- 
cal industry.  It  is  not  clear  why  this  kind  of  patent 
should  attract  so  much  more  attention  than  others — 
for  example  those  relating  to  foodstuffs,  which  also  are 
of  immediate  concern  to  the  public.  Unfortunately 
comments  come  too  readily  from  those  who  do  not 
appreciate  the  intricacies  of  a  highly  complex  industry. 

In  the  July  issue  of  its  magazine  Focus,  the  Con- 
sumer Council  publishes  a  memorandum  it  has  sub- 
mitted to  the  committee  that  is  considering  the  patent 
system  and  patent  law.  The  Council's  concern  with 
patents  is  in  relation  to  their  effect  on  the  price,  quality 
and  availability  of  consumer  goods,  and  their  main 
general  submission  is  that  there  should  be  an  investiga- 
tion into  the  impact  of  the  patent  system  upon  the 
country's  economy  as  a  whole.  They  declare  themselves 
to  have  been  "taken  aback"  by  the  lack  of  information 
on  this  subject  in  the  records  available  at  the  Patent 
Office. 

Just  what  they  hoped  to  find  is  not  clear,  but  per- 
haps a  clue  is  given  by  their  recommendation  that 
licence  agreements  should  be  open  to  public  scrutiny. 
At  present,  it  is  said,  agreements  may  contain  condi- 
tions contrary  to  the  public  interest  (price  fixing  for 
example)  and  nobody  knows  anything  about  it.  In- 
dustrialists may  doubt  whether  such  disclosure  would 
serve  a  useful  purpose.  It  would  certainly  involve  them 
in  the  expenditure  of  much  time  and  effort  in  dealing 
with  unjustified  criticisms.  A  greater  objection  stems 
from  the  difficulty  of  determining  what  is,  or  is  not, 
in  the  public  interest.  The  Consumer  Council  is  appre- 
hensive about  the  grant  of  monopoly  rights,  which  is 
the  basic  purpose  of  a  patent  system.  In  return,  the 
public  enjoys  the  advantage  of  the  stimulation  of  re- 
search, an  advantage  that  is  real  enough  to  industry, 
though  dismissed  by  the  Council  as  "a  piece  of  conven- 
tional wisdom." 

As  regards  the  pharmaceutical  industry,  the  Sainsbury 
Committee  pointed  out  that  the  public  has  an  interest 
in  the  continuing  flow  of  new  products  as  well  as  in 
reasonable  prices.  The  Council  refer  to  the  statutory 
safeguards  against  abuse  of  monopoly  but  make  the 
objection  that  they  cannot  be  invoked  on  grounds  of 
public  interest  or  by  someone  acting  on  behalf  of 
the  public.  They  are  available  only  to  the  commercial 
interests  and  are  said  to  be  rarely  used  because  it  is 
less  troublesome  to  grant  a  licence  than  to  fight  a 


compulsory-licence  application.  The  Council  do  not 
seem  to  appreciate  that,  to  the  extent  the  safeguards 
are  leading  to  the  voluntary  grant  of  licences,  they  are 
being  just  as  effective  as  if  the  licence  was  granted 
only  after  there  had  been  a  legal  action  in  the  courts. 

In  the  special  section  of  the  Council's  memorandum 
that  refers  to  patents  in  the  medicines  field — the  only 
patents  that  receive  this  particular  attention — the  sole 
point  made  is  that  the  Patents  Committee  should  in- 
vestigate, more  deeply  than  was  done  by  the  Sainsbury 
Committee,  "whether  the  research  that  the  industry 
claims  done  as  a  result  of  patent  protection  is,  in  fact, 
basic  research,  or  whether  it  is  aimed  more  at  circum- 
venting others'  patents."  Apparently  the  Council  dis- 
approves of  "circumventing  others'  patents,"  though 
also  objecting  to  the  existence  of  monopoly  rights.  The 
Sainsbury  Committee's  report  gives  a  fair  and  detailed 
picture  of  the  research  activities  of  the  pharmaceutical 
industry  and  there  is  no  justification  for  yet  another 
investigation.  On  the  basis  of  evidence  to  the  Kefauver 
Committee  in  the  United  States,  the  Council  seem  to 
fear  that  the  figure  of  87-3  per  cent,  for  the  proportion 
of  total  research  expenditure  allocated  (in  1965)  to 
fundamental  research,  a  figure  given  to  the  Sainsbury 
Committee  by  the  industry,  is  correct. 

The  fear  has  no  foundation.  In  any  event  it  depends 
on  the  definition  of  fundamental  research  and,  even 
if  the  term  included  some  research  which  the  Council 
do  not  regard  as  fundamental,  what  does  it  matter? 
Nobody  who  has  witnessed  the  developments  in,  say, 
the  sulphonamides  or  the  oral  diuretics  will  deny  the 
value  of  the  research  involved,  even  if  it  is  not  con- 
sidered to  be  "fundamental."  And  even  if  it  is  true 
that  research  sometimes  results  only  in  the  development 
of  variants  of  successful  drugs  sufficiently  different  to 
be  patentable — and  that  is  not  so  easy  as  may  be 
supposed — it  can  rarely  or  never  be  said  that  the 
variants  are  in  no  way  better  or  worse  than  the  original. 
What  suits  one  person  may  not  suit  another,  and  each 
variant  will  have  its  use. 

It  is  a  natural  tendency  to  fear  what  we  do  not 
understand.  So  far  as  the  pharmaceutical  industry  is 
concerned  the  efforts  that  have  been  made  over  the 
years  to  acquaint  politicians  and  others  with  the  facts 
and  policies  of  the  industry  have  undoubtedly  led  to 
a  greater  understanding  and  consequently  to  less  ill- 
informed  criticism.  The  memorandum  from  the  Con- 
sumer Council  shows  that  there  is  still  a  need  for  edu- 
cation and  explanation  about  the  patent  system  in  gen- 
eral and  its  application  to  the  pharmaceutical  industry 
in  particular. 

Liberty  and  Licences 

How  the  concept  of  personal  liberty — translated  into 
trading  as  laissez-faire — retarded  the  introduction,  and 
limited  the  extension,  of  the  professional  licensing  and 
registration  of  pharmacists  was  illuminatingly  demon- 
strated by  Professor  Cowen  in  his  address  to  the 
British  Society  for  the  History  of  Pharmacy  in  London 
on  June  12  (p.  569). 

Personal  liberty  was  and  remains  a  splendid  banner 
that  every  citizen  should  wave,  an  ideal  that  all  should 
seek.  In  practice  it  is  not  so  easy  to  define  and  may 
be  difficult  even  to  identify.  A  liberty  held  at  the 
expense  of  another's  restraint  must  be  justified,  and 
if  it  involves  the  slavery  of  another  is  intolerable.  Jus- 
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tification  for  leaving  only  doctors  free  to  practise  medi- 
cine, only  pharmacists  to  sell  poisons,  lies  in  the  greater 
freedom  those  policies  ensure  to  the  community.  For 
obviously  a  freedom  of  the  sick  to  be  made  more 
sick  or  of  the  healthy  to  be  poisoned  off  is  a  nonsense. 

In  recent  months  the  concept  of  liberty  has,  as  Pro- 
fessor Cowen  pointed  out,  cropped  up  again  in  the 
references  to  herbalists  in  the  Medicines  Bill.  The  issue 
is  not  perhaps  a  matter  of  major  importance,  but  in 
two  other  fields  in  which  the  principle  of  liberty  is 
currently  invoked  the  implications  are  entangled  in- 
deed. They  need  to  be  much  more  closely  examined  and 
thought  out  than — by  some  who  loudly  shout  "liberty" 
— they  have  been.  Our  reference  is  to  "pot"  (using 
the  word  as  a  symbol)  and  to  prices. 

If,  says  the  drug  taker,  the  effect  is  on  nobody  but 
myself,  I  must  have  free  access  to  marihuana  or  the 
amphetamines  or  LSD.  But  where  the  liberty  when 
he  is  "hooked?"  The  word  provides  its  own  answer. 
Free  access,  too,  leaves  others  free  to  peddle  and  there- 
fore to  "hook,"  finally  to  enslave,  and  the  sum  of 
personal  liberty  becomes  less,  not  more. 

Equally  illusory  and,  in  our  own  view,  eventually 
designed  to  prove  itself  so,  may  be  the  liberty  to  buy 
at  the  lowest  of  a  number  of  prices  at  shops  along 
the  street.  For  all  the  prices  may  be  too  high.  Destroy 
standards  of  comparison  and  in.  the  end  you  have  a 
situation  in  which  only  the  seller  knows  whether  he 
is  charging  too  much.  Will  he  not  then  add  fivepence 
to  the  price  if  he  knows  you  must  take  a  sixpenny 
bus  ride  to  the  shop  where  it  is  a  penny  cheaper,  and 
even  if  you  have  the  freedom  of  a  car,  push  it  to  the 
point  at  which  the  cost,  in  petrol  and  time,  makes  it 
profitable  to  you  to  shop  elsewhere.  May  he  not  double 
the  price  if  his  previous  cutting  has  been  so  successful 
as  to  put  all  his  competitors  out  of  business? 

Liberty,  what  crimes — or  if  not  crimes  what  para- 
doxes— are  perpetrated  in  thy  name! 

Burdens  of  Office 

The  duties  of  a  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain  require  an  attention  to  detail  and  a  con- 
scientiousness that  impose  on  the  holder  of  the  office  a 
heavy  responsibility.  The  weight  of  the  office  was  until 
recently  added  to  by  the  heavy  and  annually  increasing 
regalia  that  the  president  was  required  to  wear.  Some- 
time ago,  in  order  to  ease  the  burden,  the  president's 
Council  colleagues  decided  to  lighten  his  burdens  by 
replacing  the  insignia  with  a  new  and  less  ponderous 
presidential  chain  (see  next  page). 

The  history  of  the  original  chain  does  not  appear 
to  have  been  fully  documented.  Each  link  should  by 
rights  have  borne  the  name  of  successive  presidents  of 
the  Society,  but  there  were  apparently  some  omissions. 
The  Council  decided  that  the  new  chain  should  not, 
like  its  predecessor,  grow  like  Topsy,  but  should  re- 
main of  a  consistent  length  (disregarding  expansions 
and  contractions  caused  by  temperature  variations), 
office-holders  being  recorded  elsewhere  than  on  the 
chain.  John  Donald,  a  foremost  designer,  prepared  a 
"mock-up"  in  1967  and  the  work  was  put  in  hand, 

That  the  Wellcome  Foundation,  Ltd.,  should  have 
met  the  cost  of  making  the  replacement  is  indeed  a 
generous  act,  especially  as  the  company  had  already,  a 
few  years  ago,  presented  the  Society  with  a  silver  mace 
(see  C.  &  £>.,  April  13,  1957,  p.  417). 


We  learn  with  pleasure  that  the  original  chain  is  to 
be  kept  in  the  Society's  archives  (and  not,  as  has  been 
scurrilously  suggested,  melted  down  and  sold  or  offered 
in  part  exchange  to  meet  the  costs  of  the  Dickson  case). 
Our  hope  is,  however,  that  it  will  be  put  on  view  along- 
side other  treasures  of  the  Society,  such  as  the  Council's 
famous  "silver  collection,"  so  that  the  membership  at 
large  may  gaze  on  valuable  assets  that  attractively 
reflect  aspects  of  pharmaceutical  history. 

Let  the  Society's  members,  for  many  of  whom  life 
has  become  humdrum  enough,  be  accorded  a  little 
pageantry  and  ceremonial,  even  perhaps,  to  the  extent 
of  appointing  an  official  mace  bearer  to  walk  before 
the  president  when  he  wears  his  new  chain  of  office. 

ON  THE  SIDELINES 

★  NO  LONGER  "GOD'S  GIFT"  TO  HARROGATE  ★ 
THREE  centuries  of  imbibing  hydrogen  sulphide  waters 
at  Harrogate  are  coming  to  an  end  now  that  the  Royal 
Baths  have  opted  out  of  the  National  Health  Service.  Some 
private  patients  may  still  wallow  in  one  or  two  sulphur 
baths  at  £9  9s.  for  six,  but  the  bath  buildings  are  being 
demolished,  and  a  new  civic  centre  will  replace  old  "Har- 
rowgate."  All  the  years  of  dispensing  of  this  so-called 
panacea  have  contributed  a  literature  with  many  variations 
on  the  schoolboy's  "bad  egg"  description  of  the  chemist's 
H2S.  "Foul,  fetid  or  stinkende  waters"  (the  Scandinavian 
pharmacist  Scheele  first  called  them),  with  incorrect  refer- 
ences to  "sulphurous"  and  even  "sulphuric"  constituents. 
Other  pejorative  references  are  to  be  found.  Yet  the  waters 
of  Harrogate's  strong,  mild,  and  old  sulphur  wells  were 
acclaimed  as  a  boon  for  "rheums,  catarrhs,  palsies,  cramp, 
convulsions,  vertigo  and  epilepsy."  Thus  ran  a  Dr.  Dean's 
prescription,  while  others  claimed  H2S  "good  for  acidity" 
and  for  rousing  the  nerves  of  the  skin!  "Strong  sulphur" 
especially  became  the  magnet  drawing  those  with  real  or 
imaginary  ailments  to  the  Magnum  Donum  Dei  or  "God's 
great  gift  to  Harrogate." 

Before  the  fine  Pump  Room  was  built,  the  Yorkshire 
spa  began  in  a  way  meriting  Scheele's  stinkende.  A  visitor 
mentioned  in  "Humphry  Clinker,"  for  example,  bathed 
at  Harrogate  in  "a  dark  hole  where  the  tub  smoked  and 
stank  like  the  pit  of  Acheron."  In  the  1660's  naturalist 
John  Ray  tried  the  cure,  though  he  too  protested  at  waters 
"stinking  noisomly  like  rotten  eggs  or  sulphur  auratum 
diaphoreticum."  Then  chemistry  came  in,  with  James  Mus- 
pratt  finding  in  old  sulphur  well-waters  HjS,  carbon  dioxide, 
methane  and  nitrogen.  Among  Joseph  Priestley's  sugges- 
tions for  artificial  mineral  waters  was  the  preparation  of 
a  hydrogen  sulphide  solution  from  liver  of  sulphur  and 
dilute  acid,  a  brew  claimed  to  rival  Aix-la-Chapelle  or 
Harrogate. 

To  mention  rival  spas  brings  to  mind  the  lesser  known 
Llanwrtyd  Wells  not  far  from  Builth  Wells,  a  spa  with 
HiS  waters  claimed  equal  to  any  others.  It  was  here  that 
the  Rev.  Theophilus  Evans,  "worn  out  by  a  radicated 
scurvy  tainting  his  blood  and  juices,"  and  after  noting  the 
waters  non-toxic  since  he  saw  a  frog  hopping  out,  claimed 
to  have  been  cured.  Llanwrtyd's  little  spa  certainly  outbid 
Harrogate  in  its  enormous  circular  glass  plate  closing  the 
well  within  the  pump  room,  with  a  striking  view  of  the 
gases  bubbling  up  as  if  from  a  giant  generator.  As  epilogue 
to  the  great  days  of  Harrogate  may  be  added  that 
incident  recorded  by  John  Scoffern  of  the  Aldersgate  Col- 
lege of  Medicine.  In  his  Essays  of  1870  Scoffern  tells  of 
the  unfortunate  young  lady  addicted  to  excessive  use  of 
bismuth  toilet  powders,  a  lady  who  took  a  bath  at  Har- 
rogate and  turned  a  jetty-black  all  over  "to  her  great 
surprise."  To  which  comment  the  late  Professor  John  Read 
added  an  apt  "analysis" — 

We  do  not  share  her  great  surprise; 

We  know  the  law  that  underlies 

This  lady's  change  of  hue. 

For  what  she  thought  was  HO 

Contained  some  HjS,  and  so 

She  came  down  in  Group  Two!

PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN 

A  NEW  PRESIDENTIAL  CHAIN 

Fifteen  new  designated  Fellows 


FIRST  item  dealt  with  at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  on  June  12  was  the  acceptance  of  a  new  presi- 
dential chain  of  office  presented  by  the  Wellcome  Founda- 
tion, Ltd.  The  president  welcomed  two  spokesmen  of  the 
Foundation  (Dr.  F.  Wrigley  and  Mr.  Norman  Berry),  and 
invited  Dr.  Wrigley  to  address  the  Council. 

Pharmaceutical  Origins  of  a  Foundation 

Dr.  Wrigley  recalled  that  the  Wellcome  Foundation, 
Ltd.,  owed  its  origins  to  two  pharmacists,  Silas  M.  Bur- 
roughs and  Henry  S.  Wellcome,  who  had  both  settled  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  though  they  had  not  had  the  good 
fortune  of  receiving  their  pharmaceutical  education  in  this 
country.  In  Britain  they  had  built  up  an  organisation  that 
now  had  a  special  place  in  pharmacy. 

The  board  of  the  Foundation  and  members  of  the 
Group's  staff  had  always  had  a  special  affinity  for  pharmacy 
and  a  special  affection  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
The  board  had  regarded  the  Society,  and  particularly  its 
president  in  office,  as  representing  all  that  was  best  in  the 
practice  of  pharmacy,  and  for  some  time  Dr.  Wrigley  had 
hoped,  with  his  colleagues,  for  an  opportunity  to  make  a 
gesture  of  affection  and  appreciation  for  the  work  that  had 
been  done.  When  the  president  and  vice-president  had  met 
the  board  of  the  Foundation  recently,  the  idea  of  presen- 
ting to  the  Society  a  new  chain  of  office  had  been  born.  He 
was  proud  to  have  been  given  the  opportunity  of  making 
the  presentation,  glad  also  that  the  first  recipient  of  the 
new  chain  was  an  old  friend  (Mr.  Allen  Aldington),  who 
had  contributed  a  great  deal  to  the  Society's  stature.  He 
then  invested  the  president  with  the  chain. 

The  President  thanked  Dr.  Wrigley  and  Mr.  Berry, 
assuring  them  that  the  members  of  Council  were  conscious 
of  the  great  honour  that  had  been  accorded  to  the  Society 
by  the  Foundation.  On  behalf  of  the  Council  and  of  every 
pharmacist  he  thanked  the  board  of  the  Foundation. 

Mr.  A.  G.  M.  Madge  raised  two  questions  of  which  he 
had  given  notice :  whether  reports  were  available  on  the 
Franco-British  Congress,  and  on  the  progress  of  the  Medi- 
cines Bill.  The  reply  to  the  second  question,  taken  first, 
was  that  Mr.  F.  W.  Adams  had  prepared  a  document 
summarising  the  information  sought.  On  the  first  question, 
the  Secretary  (Mr.  Desmond  Lewis)  read  a  prepared 
statement  attributing  cancellation  of  the  Congress  to  the 
political  difficulties  in  France.  It  was  almost  certain 
there  would  now  be  no  Congress  in  1968,  though  the  full 
Commission  had  not  yet  considered  the  matter.  Details  of 
the  1969  Congress  would  be  announced  in  due  course.  Mr. 
Madge  said  he  was  concerned  about  the  future  of  the 
Franco-British  Congress.  The  increasing  cost  seemed  to 


limit  the  number  of  people  attending.  The  President  said 
that  the  British  members  of  the  Commission  were  conscious 
of  the  problem,  which  would  certainly  be  discussed  in  all 
its  aspects.

Mr.  Albert  Howells,  newly  elected  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain,  is  invested  with  the  insignia  of  office  by  bis 
predecessor  (Mr.  Allen  Aldington). 

The  Council  received  with  satisfaction  the  announcement 
that,  Mr.  James  Anderson  Stewart  had  been  made  an 
M.B.E.  (see  C.  &  £>.,  June  15,  p.  533),  and  the  President 
welcomed  two  new  members  of  Council  (Mrs.  Estelle 
Leigh  and  Mr.  S.  Blum).  Tribute  was  paid  to  two  former 
members  of  Council  (Messrs.  J.  B.  Grosset  and  T.  Reid) 
and  the  Council  unanimously  agreed  that  the  president 
should  write  thanking  them  for  their  years  of  service. 

After  the  election  of  officers  for  1968-69  (see  C.  &  D., 
June  15,  p.  533)  Mr.  Aldington  invested  Mr.  Howells 
with  the  presidential  chain  of  office.  Mr.  Howells  pointed 
out  that,  as  a  result  of  the  retirement  from  Council  of 
Mr.  Jacob  Levy,  a  vacancy  would  be  filled  by  co-option. 
Nominations  would  be  taken  in  July,  and  Council  would 
co-opt  at  the  August  meeting.

Arrangements  for  Careers  Exhibitions 

The  minutes  of  the  Registration  Committee  were 
presented  by  Mr.  J.  E.  Balmford,  who  noted  that  entries 
for  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Qualifying  examination  in 
June  numbered,  in  England  and  Wales,  Part  I,  eleven; 
Part  II,  forty-five;  Part  III,  191;  and  in  Scotland,  Part  I, 
six;  Part  II,  thirty-five;  Part  III,  forty-one.  Thirteen  candi- 
dates would  be  examined  under  section  XIX  of  the  by-laws. 
Preparation  of  the  practical  training  paper  had  been 
deferred  pending  further  informal  discussions  with  the  Privy 
Council.  After  considering  a  suggestion  that  the  Society 
should  participate  in  the  Centre  for  Careers  Information 
that  was  being  set  up  in  London,  the  Committee  decided 
to  reconsider  the  matter  when  the  centre  was  opened. 
Appointment  of  branch  careers  officers  was  discussed.  A 
letter  to  branches  recommended  that,  in  appointing  careers 
officers,  they  should  appoint  pharmacists  who  had  qualified 
within  the  past  five  years,  except  that  branches  with  a 
pharmacy  school  in  their  area  might  prefer  to  appoint  a 
member  of  the  school  staff.  The  careers  officer  should 
initiate  visits  to  schools.  Talks  should  be  given  to  children 
at  the  O-level  stage.  Additional  sets  of  careers  slides,  with 
recorded  commentary,  would  be  prepared  for  loan  to 
branches.  The  Committee  congratulated  Chelsea  College 
of  Science  and  Technology  on  its  booklet  "Pharmacy 
Today  1968."  The  Benevolent  Fund  Committee,  whose 
minutes  were  presented  by  Miss  M.  A.  Burr,  considered 
a  proposal  from  the  Society's  solicitors  to  apply  to  the 
Charity  Commissioners  to  amalgamate  the  War  Aid  and 
Benevolent  Funds,  and  recommended  that  the  Society,  as 
trustees  of  the  War  Aid  Fund,  should  apply  accordingly. 
A  grant  of  £20  was  recommended  to  all  annuitants  towards 
the  cost  of  fuel  or  other  necessities  for  the  coming  winter. 
Legacies  to  the  Fund  were  reported  from  Elizabeth  Ham- 
brook,  M.P.S.,  Dover  (£100);  J.  E.  Gwilliam,  M.P.S., 
Shrewsbury  (£259);  Elizabeth  Miller,  M.P.S.,  Glasgow 
(£302).  A  recorded  lecture  would  be  made  on  the  activities 
of  the  Benevolent  Fund  and  Birdsgrove  House  Committee. 
Grants  had  been  made  or  were  being  recommended  for 
eight  members,  eleven  widows  of  members,  and  in  respect 
of  four  orphans. 

The  minutes  of  the  Practice  Committee  and  general 
practice  subcommittee  were  presented  by  Mr.  J.  P.  Kerr. 
A  joint  approach  by  the  Society  and  the  Central  N.H.S. 
(Chemist  Contractors)  Committee  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
on  dispensing  by  doctors  in  rural  areas  (C.  &  D.,  June  8, 
p.  507)  was  recommended  by  the  Committee.  The  Committee 
recommended  representations  aimed  at  securing  exemption 
from  selective  employment  tax  for  post-graduate  student 
employees. 

It  was  agreed  to  seek  quotations  for  manufacture  of  the 
new  prototype  imperial/metric  conversion  calculator  pre- 
pared by  the  Department  of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences  (see 
C.  &  D.,  May  11,  p.  424).  A  letter  from  the  Central 
Statistical  Office  stated  that,  after  considering  representa- 
tions made  in  1966  to  the  Census  Office  that  specialist 
photographic  goods  shops  should  be  removed  from  the 
general  heading  "Chemists — Photographic  Dealers,"  it  had 
been  decided  to  leave  the  present  classification  of  phar- 
macies unchanged.  Chairmen  of  subcommittees  were 
appointed  as  follows :  Agricultural  and  veterinary,  C.  C. 
Stevens;  General  practice,  J.  P.  Bannerman;  Hospital 
practice,  J.  A.  Myers,  Industrial  practice,  D.  H.  Maddock. 
The  recommendations  were  adopted. 

The  Organisation  Committee,  whose  minutes  were  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield,  recommended  setting 
up  a  subcommittee  to  review  the  procedures  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  officers,  standing  committees,  subcommittees 
and  their  chairmen.  It  was  proposed  to  hold  the  annual 


and  Branch  Representatives'  meetings  for  1969  on  May  21 
and  22  respectively  and  the  Branch  Secretaries'  meeting  on 
October  15,  1969. 

In  its  minutes,  presented  by  Mr.  H.  Steinman  (trea- 
surer) the  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Committee 
recommended  alterations  to  the  by-laws  to  extend  for  a 
further  year  the  application  of  the  present  premises  fee. 

Mr.  A.  Aldington  was  recommended  to  replace  Mr. 
T.  Reid  as  a  trustee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Trust. 

The  Publications  Committee  recommended  in  its  minutes, 
presented  by  Mr.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst,  an  immediate 
approach  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  so  that  discussions 
could  begin  as  soon  as  possible  on  the  Medicines  Bill,  so 
far  as  it  affected  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  and 
the  British  Veterinary  Codex.  The  Committee  recom- 
mended that  a  set  of  the  Society's  reference  books  should 
be  donated  to  Leicester  postgraduate  medical  centre  and 
that  the  subscription  rate  for  the  Society's  journal  to  non- 
members  should  be  increased  from  £7  to  £7  10s.  per  year 
from  September  1. 

Advertisements  on  Bags 

Presenting  the  minutes  of  the  Ethical  Committee,  Mr. 
W.  M.  Darling  said  the  Committee  had  recommended 
that  a  company  that  was  considering  the  marketing  of  paper 
bags,  one  advertising  a  hair  colouring  preparation,  the 
other  a  proprietary  medicine,  for  the  wrapping  of  dis- 
pensed medicines,  should  be  informed  that  the  Council 
disapproved  of  such  advertising. 

The  minutes  of  the  Law  Committee,  presented  by  Mr. 
D.  E.  Sparshott,  reported  that  during  April  the  premises 
of  4,331  authorised  sellers  and  844  traders  had  been  visi- 
ted by  the  Society's  inspectors  and  of  1,522  traders  by  the 
Society's  agents.  The  Committee  recommended  action  in 
eighteen  alleged  infringements  of  the  laws  relating  to 
pharmacy.  Warning  letters  had  been  sent  to  four  authorised 
sellers  and  eight  traders  in  respect  of  minor  breaches  under 
the  1933  and  1954  Acts,  and  warning  letters  had  also 
been  sent  to  seven  market  traders  in  respect  of  the  illegal 
sales  of  medicines. 

The  Committee  considered  a  letter  from  the  clerk  to 
New  Forest  rural  district  council  about  an  approach  the 
Rural  District  Councils  Association  had  made  to  the  Mini- 
stry of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  to  bring  the  supply 
of  medicines  under  the  National  Health  Service  contract 
within  the  ambit  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  (fol- 
lowing the  decision  of  the  Divisional  Court  (see  C.  &  D., 
March  30,  p.  281)  that  the  supply  of  drugs  on  N.H.S. 
prescription  was  a  service  and  not  a  sale).  The  Committee 
recommended  informing  the  clerk  that,  in  the  Society's 
view,  any  change  in  the  law  should  be  effected  in  the  new 
medicines  legislation.  Having  been  reminded  that  a  pro- 
vision of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933  (that,  in 
Scotland,  references  to  a  body  corporate  should  be  deemed 
to  include  references  to  a  firm,  and  references  to  a  member 
of  the  board  construed  as  references  to  a  partner)  was  not 
being  repeated  in  the  Medicines  Bill.  The  Committee  agreed 
that  the  Scottish  Executive  should  discuss  the  matter  and 
that  appropriate  action  should  then  be  taken. 

The  minutes  of  the  Committee  for  Education  and  Science 
were  presented  by  Mr.  Balmford.  They  recorded  that 
three  schools  of  pharmacy  provided  for  a  "rotating  head- 
ship," which  meant  that,  for  a  period  of  ten  to  fifteen  years, 
the  head  of  the  school  might  not  be  a  pharmacist.  The 
Committee  considered  that  the  proposed  five-yearly  visi- 
tations to  schools  would  compensate  for  that  situation. 

ECHOES    OF    THE  PAST

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Liberty  and  the  Development  of  Pharmacy 

INFLUENCE  OF  THE  CONCEPT  ON  LEGISLATION  AND  LICENSING 


A  GUEST  lecturer  from  the  United 
States,  Professor  David  L.  Cowen, 
addressed  the  British  Society  for  the 
History  of  Pharmacy  at  an  evening 
meeting  in  London  on  June  12.  But 
though  his  professorship  is  located  in 
the  State  University  of  New  Brunswick 
(Rutgers),  Professor  Cowen's  material 
was  drawn  from  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic,  for  his  subject  was  "Liberty, 
Laissez-faire  and  Licensure  in  Britain." 
In  the  chair  was  Sir  Hugh  Linstead. 
Professor  Cowen  dealt  with  the  related 
professions  of  medicine  and  pharmacy, 
but  here  it  is  the  pharmaceutical  as- 
pects  that   are   glanced  at. 

Nicholas  Culpeper's  Physical  Direc- 
tory (1649),  the  speaker  began,  pro- 
claimed "Liberty  of  the  Subject"  to  be 
"the  prize  we  are  looking  for."  Cul- 
peper  had  invoked  that  liberty  in 
castigating  the  priests,  the  lawyers, 
and  the  "proud,  insulting,  domineering 
physicians,"  and  his  translation  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians  ("pulling  down  a  monopoly" 
as  he  later  called  it)  was  a  real  blow 
for  freedom,  and  was  so  described  by 
Sir  George  Clark. 

Carried  Into  the  Economic  Field 

The  liberal  political  tradition  was 
joined,  late  in  the  eighteenth  century, 
by  a  liberal  tradition  in  economics. 
John  Stuart  Mill  recognised  that  ques- 
tions relating  to  interference  in  trade 
might  well  be  "essentially  questions  of 
liberty."  While  he  did  not  see  that  the 
idea  of  liberty  was  involved  in  deter- 
mining how  far  public  control  was 
admissible  in  preventing  adulteration, 
he  did  believe  it  was  implicit  in  re- 
strictions on  the  sale  of  poisons.  In 
the  development  of  the  professions  of 
pharmacy  in  Great  Britain  the  idea  of 
liberty  was  significant  mainly  in  in- 
fluencing the  limitation,  by  licensing 
and  otherwise,  of  professional  practice 
to  qualified  practitioners. 

In  1796  Cullen  contended  that  "the 
legislature  should  take  special  care  that 
the  necessary  art  [of  medicine]  should, 
so  far  as  possible,  be  rendered  both 
safe  and  useful  to  society."  Bentham's 
Constitutional  Code  (1830-41)  set  up  a 
Ministry  of  Health  and  a  Ministry  of 
Preventive  Services  to  watch  over 
disease,  contagion,  mortality,  and  un- 
healthy employments,  and  the  Health 
of  Towns  Act,  1848,  showed  Bentha- 
mite influences.  As  the  century  moved 
on  many,  if  not  most,  chemists  and 
druggists  looked  with  increasing  favour 
on  legislation  to  restrict  the  practice 
of  pharmacy  to  qualified  chemists  and 
druggists.  Before  1846  they  had  oppos- 
ed any  move  (and  at  least  five  attempts 
had  been  made)  to  regulate  their 
activity.  In  1831  they  had  opposed  a 
Bill  sought  by  the  Associated  Apothe- 
caries, in  1815  had  succeeded  in  pro- 
curing an  exemption  clause  in  the 
Apothecaries'  Act  and  later  had 
secured  the  insertion  of  a  similar 
exemption  in  the  Medical  Bill,  1845, 
while  in  1841  they  had  successfully 
opposed  the  Hawes  Bill.  In  all  four 
instances,  and  again  in  1864,  they  had 


been  rejecting  domination  by  outsiders 
(apothecaries  or  medical  councils).  Not 
until  1846-47  was  organised  pharmacy 
prepared  to  sponsor  a  Pharmacy  Bill, 
though  in  1836  John  Savory  had  failed 
in  an  attempt  to  get  legislation  regulat- 
ing pharmacy  under  pharmaceutical 
sponsorship.  When  at  last  the  Phar- 
macy Act  of  1852  was  passed  it  repre- 
sented the  work  of  organised  British 
pharmacy  under  the  dedicated  leader- 
ship of  Jacob  Bell.  In  setting  up  a 
national  register  and  providing  for 
qualification  by  examination  the  Act 
stole  a  march  on  the  general  medical 
practitioners. 

Finally  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868 
became  law  through  the  efforts — usually 
disharmonious — of  both  the  United 
Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  and 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain.  By  that  time  there  was  little 
question  where  organised  pharmacy 
stood  with  regard  to  regulation. 

The  same  was  true  in  regard  to 
poisons  legislations.  An  1819  Bill  to 
regulate  the  sale  of  poisons  was  with- 
drawn after  the  chemists  and  druggists 
had  objected  to  it,  primarily  on 
grounds  that  it  might  "embarrass  the 
dispensing  of  drugs."  Forty  years  later 
they  again  opposed  poisons  Bills,  this 
time  on  such  grounds  as  that  the  legis- 
lation was  unworkable,  that  a  proposed 
new  board  of  examiners  would  injure 
the  scientific  and  educational  activities 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  that 
the  matter  would  best  be  served  by 
requiring  all  chemists  and  druggists  to 
be  licensed.  Pharmacists'  opposition 
was  again  on  interested  rather  than 
ideological  grounds.  When,  in  1868,  a 
Poisons  Act  was  passed,  it  was  as  an 
amendment  to  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and 
it  restricted  the  sale  of  scheduled 
poisons  to  duly  qualified  chemists  and 
druggists.  Walpole's  fear  in  1859  that 
poisons  legislation  might  interfere 
with  the  trade  and  business  of  drug- 
gists was  thus  laid  to  rest. 

A  "Powerful  and  Ubiquitous  Force" 

Yet  the  idea  of  liberty  and  laissez- 
faire  could  not  be  disregarded  as  a 
powerful  and  ubiquitous  force  in 
delaying  legislation  and  determining 
its  content.  Against  pharmacy  legisla- 
tion free  trade  was  the  argument 
primarily  used.  Given  pharmacy's  trade 
aspects,  any  effort  to  establish  quali- 
fications for  chemists  and  druggists 
had  to  be  suspect  in  an  age  presum- 
ably devoted  to  free  trade.  Major 
obstacle  to  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1852, 
as  the  Bill's  sponsor,  Jacob  Bell,  later 
contended,  was  the  argument  that  the 
law  was  incompatible  with  free-trade 
principles.  "Indeed,"  said  Professor 
Cowen,  "one  is  tempted  to  point  out 
that  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1852  is 
something  of  a  landmark  in  the  decline 
of  British  notions  of  laissez-faire."  The 
very  suggestion  of  a  national  Council 
and  Register  projected  a  kind  of 
Statism  for  which  Britain  was  not  then 
ready.  A  provision  of  the  1852  Bill 
(providing  for  restrictive  licensing)  was 
struck    out    as    being    "wholly  at 


variance  with  the  views  that  prevailed 
in  the  Legislature."  In  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1868,  restrictive  qualification  was 
beaten  down  again.  Instead,  the  use  of 
a  professional  title  was  forbidden  to 
anyone  not  registered. 

The  idea  of  definitive  registration 
thus  became  something  of  a  monu- 
ment to  the  tenacity  of  the  ideas  of 
liberty  and  laissez-faire.  The  estab- 
lishment of  a  national  register  and  of 
a  qualification  criterion,  and  the  re- 
striction of  poisons  sale  to  the  phar- 
macy, suggest  that  considerations  of 
social  need  had  won  out  over  the 
traditional  spirit  of  freedom.  Though 
the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933, 
imposed  membership  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  on  every  registered 
pharmacist,  it  was  also  true  that  the 
principle  of  definitive  regulation  per- 
sisted. The  Medicines  Bill,  now  under 
consideration  exempted  the  herbalist 
from  penalties  so  long  as  he  stuck 
to  his  herbs  and  herbal  decoctions, 
and  so  long  as  his  "patient"  was  aware 
of  what  he  was  getting. 

Sir  Hugh  Linstead  pointed  out 
how  ideas  of  free  trade  had  influenced 
post-war  pharmacy  in  Western  Ger- 
many. In  the  occupied  zone  restrictions 
on  the  opening  of  pharmacies  had 
been  wiped  out  under  American  pres- 
sures. Later  the  Germans  had  brought 
back  the  licensing  of  pharmacies  only 
to  come  up  against  a  ruling,  given  in 
a  Bonn  court,  that  such  restriction  was 
contrary  to  the  constitution. 

Mr.  L.  G.  Matthews  said  that  a 
further  erosion  of  laissez-faire  stem- 
med from  the  National  Health  Insur- 
ance Act,  1912,  under  which  a  physi- 
cian was  empowered  to  prescribe 
"proper  and  sufficient"  medicine  for 
his  Insurance  patients.  For  a  long  time 
the  doctors  had  argued  that  they 
should  not  be  taught  what  to  prescribe. 
Complete  liberty  was,  under  the  Act, 
thus  eroded. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Boorman,  Whitchurch, 
suggested  that  the  Medicines  Stamp 
Act,  1783,  had  gone  some  way  to- 
wards directing  sales  of  drugs  through 
qualified  channels,  and  that  the  Apothe- 
caries' Act,  1815,  might  have  been  an 
attempt  to  define  standards  for  the 
exempted  professions. 

WORLD  TRADE 

Algerian  Nationalisations. — Algeria 
has  nationalised  eighteen  companies 
engaged  in  the  food,  chemical  and 
mechanical  industries,  including  the 
Unilever  group.  All  the  other  companies 
are  believed  to  be  French-owned. 

E.E.C.  and  African  States  Agree- 
ment. —  The  European  Economic 
Community  has  concluded  a  preferen- 
tial trade  agreement  with  Kenya,  Tan- 
zania and  Uganda  under  which  the 
East  African  countries  will  grant  com- 
mon market  members  tariff  conces- 
sions on  a  list  of  fifty-nine  products 
representing  about  15  per  cent,  of  their 
imports  from  the  community.  In  re- 
turn the  common  market  countries  will 
abolish  customs  duties  on  most  im- 
ports from  the  East  African  countries. 
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NATIONAL  PHARMACEUTICAL  UNION 

Executive  Committee  makes  a  suggestion  to  the  Postmaster  General 


THE  Executive  Committee  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  at  its 
meeting  in  London  on  May  28  and  29, 
Mr.  Cecil  Jacobs  in  the  chair,  con- 
sidered an  approach  from  the  Cam- 
bridge University's  department  of 
applied  economics  to  carry  out  an  in- 
quiry into  the  effects  of  the  selective 
employment  tax.  The  investigation  was 
to  start  with  retail  distribution,  which 
the  department  considered  the  princi- 
pal sector  affected  by  the  tax.  As  part 
of  the  inquiry  it  intended  to  ask  a 
number  of  larger  retail  companies  to 
complete  a  questionnaire  and  set  of 
statistical  tables.  At  the  suggestion  of 
the  department  the  secretary  of  the 
N.P.U.  (Mr.  J.  Wright)  had  sought 
comments  (in  confidence)  on  the  ques- 
tionnaire from  three  members.  Two  had 
expressed  concern  about  the  complex 
nature  of  the  questionnaire.  The  third 
had  indicated  a  willingness  to  assist 
if  specifically  asked  to  do  so.  After  dis- 
cussion it  was  agreed  to  give  qualified 
approval  to  the  inquiry,  but  not  to  press 
members  to  participate. 

Proprietary  Medicines  Margins 

The  draft  reference  the  Government 
intended  to  make  to  the  National 
Board  for  Prices  and  Incomes  on  the 
subject  of  distributors'  margins  for 
proprietary  medicines  had  been  re- 
ceived from  the  Board  of  Trade.  The 
Union's  comments  on  the  reference 
were  sought  by  5  p.m.  on  May  20, 
though  the  letter  inviting  those  com- 
ments had  not  been  dispatched  until 
May  17.  The  Committee  agreed  to 
write  to  the  Board  expressing  concern 
at  the  ridiculously  short  time  allowed 
the  Committee  for  comment  on  the 
draft  reference,  which  included  refer- 
ences to  complaints  about  retail  prices 
of  proprietary  medicines  and  to  offi- 
cial requests  for  distributors'  margins 
on  such  items  to  be  examined  by  the 
Prices  and  Incomes  Board.  In  the 
time  available  the  Union's  office  had 
represented  that  the  reference  should 
be  redrafted  to  include  mention  of  the 
relevance  of  recent  increases  in  costs 
of  distribution,  without  taking  note  of 
which  the  level  of  distributors'  mar- 
gins for  proprietary  medicines  could 
not  be  properly  examined. 

Arising  out  of  discussions  (in  which 
the  secretary  of  the  N.P.U.  had  par- 
ticipated) on  the  Restrictive  Trade 
Practices  Bill  within  the  law,  parlia- 
mentary and  taxation  committee  of  the 
National  Chamber  of  Trade,  a 
memorandum  drawing  attention  to  the 
high  expenditure  and  wasteful  effort 
involved  in  complying  with  certain 
clauses  in  the  existing  Act  (unchanged 
in  the  new  Bill)  had  been  sent  to  the 
Board  of  Trade. 

Members  of  the  Committee  believed 
that  the  method  of  disposal  of  returned 
medicines  by  local  authorities  needed 
careful  checking  when  collection 
schemes  were  being  organised,  and 
approved  the  wording  of  a  draft 
memorandum  for  branches  prepared 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  con- 
sultation with  the  N.P.U. 

A  request  from  the  chairman  of  a 


committee  advising  on  the  selection  of 
a  tenant  for  the  first  of  the  new 
pharmacies  in  Runcorn  New  Town  for 
information  about  the  availability,  if 
any,  of  funds  to  support  the  initial 
stages  of  businesses  that  would  be  pro- 
fessional only  in  character  and  perhaps 
unable  to  pay  their  way  in  the  first 
years,  was  referred  to  the  Finance 
Committee. 

Out-of-hours  Deliveries 

A  further  letter  from  the  manager  of 
the  transportation  branch  of  the 
Greater  London  Council  acknowledged 
the  special  problems  of  pharmacists 
but  stressed  that  the  transfer  of  even  a 
proportion  of  deliveries  to  an  out-of- 
hours  system  would  be  of  great  value. 
All  London  N.P.U.  members  were  be- 
ing invited  by  the  G.L.C.  to  consider 
participation  in  projected  new  plans. 
London  was  being  divided  into  four 
sectors,  in  each  of  which  manufacturers 
would  be  delivering  between  6  p.m. 
and  10  p.m.  on  one  night  a  week  from 
Monday  to  Thursday.  Thus  shops 
would  be  opening  for  late  delivery  only 
on  one  night  a  week  (and  that  not 
Friday).  The  Committee  had  agreed  to 
give  further  thought  to  the  possibility 
of  recommending  evening  deliveries, 
but  to  seek  concessions  for  urgent 
medical  supplies.  Copies  of  the  G.L.C. 
letter  would  be  sent  to  London  branch 
secretaries  for  local  discussion  and  to 
secretaries  of  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees for  consideration. 

A  Robophone  recently  installed  at 
headquarters  had  proved  valuable  in 
accepting  urgent  after-hours  calls  from 
members  and  the  Committee  had  agreed 
to  continue  the  service  for  at  least 
twelve  months. 

The  Committee  agreed  with  Mr. 
D.  N.  Sharpe  that  the  projected  change 
in  format  of  the  London  telephone 
directory  would  result  in  great  incon- 


venience to  pharmacists  and  patients, 
particularly  because,  under  the  N.H.S. 
Terms  of  Service,  medicines  had  to  be 
supplied  with  reasonable  promptness. 
Prescriptions  from  the  suburbs  were 
frequently  presented  in  central  London 
and  the  prospect  of  accommodating 
and  making  reference  to  no  fewer  than 
thirty-six  local  area  volumes  was  one 
of  real  hardship  for  the  pharmacist.  A 
letter  of  protest  would  be  sent  to  the 
Postmaster  General,  and  the  Ministry 
of  Health  and  Inner  London  Executive 
Council  would  be  asked  to  support  the 
Union's  counter-proposal  to  the  P.M.G. 
that  the  telephone  numbers  of  all 
general  medical  practitioners  within 
the  area  covered  by  the  present  direc- 
tories should  be  included  in  one 
volume. 

In  presenting  the  Business  Services 
Committee's  report  Mr.  T.  G.  Anwyl 
(chairman)  referred  to  the  success  of 
the  recent  series  of  staff-training  con- 
ferences held  in  Scotland.  Training 
programmes  for  the  1969  and  1970 
seasons  had  been  discussed  by  the 
committee.  Those  for  1970  would  in- 
clude provisions  for  training  assistants 
in  the  use  and  handling  of  the  new 
decimal  currency.  The  Retail  Alliance, 
on  which  the  N.P.U.  was  represented, 
was  arranging  meetings  in  about  sixty 
main  centres,  and  each  member  organ- 
isation would  be  responsible  for  mak- 
ing the  arrangements  and  providing  the 
speaker  for  eight  of  those  meetings 
(attended  by  proprietors  of  all  types  of 
retails  businesses). 

The  recommendation  was  made  that 
future  supplies  of  N.P.U.  prescription 
bags  should  be  overprinted  with  a  re- 
minder about  the  payment  of  prescrip- 
tion charges;  no  additional  cost  to 
members  would  be  involved.  Call  for 
the  pharmacy  typewriter  had  been  good 
and  the  manufacturer  had  had  to  com- 
mission the  conversion  of  many  addi- 
tional machines.  A  special  attachment 
for  carrying  rolls  of  self-adhesive  labels 
would  be  made  available  at  a  later 
stage,  depending  on  demand. 


DRUG  CONTROL  IN  IRELAND 

Symposium  speakers  call  for  a  stronger,  unified  system 


A  SYMPOSIUM  on  "Hazards  of  Drugs 
and  their  Control  in  Ireland,"  or- 
ganised by  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Students'  Association,  and  held  in  the 
College  of  Pharmacy,  Dublin,  recently 
attracted  a  capacity  audience,  among 
them  leading  officials  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health.  In  the  chair  was  Pro- 
fessor P.  J.  Cannon  (head  of  the  de- 
partment of  pharmacology,  University 
College,  Dublin)  and  the  symposium 
was  given  a  formal  opening  by  Pro- 
fessor W.  J.  E.  Jessop  (dean  of  medi- 
cine. Trinity  College,  Dublin). 

Dr.  D.  McGrath  (medical  director, 
St.  John  of  God  Hospital,  Dublin)  said 
that  serious  reactions  could  occur  with 
relatively  simple  drugs  and,  when 
potent  drugs,  with  complex  pharma- 
cological activity,  were  used  in  com- 
bination, the  problem  was  much  more 
complex.  Control  over  the  supply  and 
distribution  of  drugs  was  vital,  and  in 
that  respect  the  position  in  Ireland 
was  not  entirely  satisfactory.  Three 
separate    bodies    were    involved  and 


their  activities  should  be  unified,  while 
the  provisions  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act,  1934,  and  Medical  Preparations 
(Control  of  Sale)  Regulations,  1966, 
should  be  brought  up  to  date.  The 
1934  Act  was  comprehensive  in  con- 
trolling drugs  from  manufacturer  to 
point  of  sale,  but  the  list  of  drugs 
controlled  was  obsolete.  An  anomaly 
of  all  other  drug  regulations  was  the 
lack  of  control  over  sales  by  manu- 
facturers and  wholesalers.  That  left 
a  dangerous  loophole  for  supplies  to 
a  "black  market"  and  to  "hidden  ad- 
dicts." A  stringent  quality  control 
should  be  instituted.  Already  there  had 
been  a  scandal  relating  to  drugs  sup- 
plied to  Britain  from  a  Dublin  ad- 
dress. Consumption  of  tranquillisers 
and  antidepressants  in  Ireland  was  be- 
lieved rising.  At  one  hospital  without 
an  in-patient  psychiatric  unit  the  total 
drug  bill  for  1966  was  30  per  cent,  up 
on  that  of  1964,  the  bill  for  sedatives, 
tranquillisers  and  antidepressants  by 
40  per  cent.  Yet  in  that  period  no  new 
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drug  of  any  significance  had  been  in- 
troduced. 

Three  years  ago  he  had  given  an  as- 
surance that  drug  addiction,  confined 
to  members  of  the  medical  and  allied 
professions,  was  not  a  problem.  Al- 
ready there  were  signs  of  change,  and 
precautionary  measures  should  be 
taken  to  avoid  a  rapid  growth,  as  in 
Britain,  of  drug-taking.  Penalties  for 
unlawful  possession  should  be  intro- 
duced and  the  extraordinary  anomaly 
whereby  forging  a  prescription  was 
apparently  not  an  offence  should  be 
removed.  With  proper  control  of  "soft" 
drugs  there  would  be  far  less  prospect 
of  "hard"  drug  dependence  becoming 
a  problem.  The  fight  against  drug  de- 
pendence called  for  team  work.  Doc- 
tors should  prescribe  more  carefully, 
pharmacists  maintain  a  constant  alert- 
ness. 

Addictive  Drugs  Uncontrolled 

Dr.  W.  E.  Boles  (a  member  of 
Council,  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland)  said  that  during  1967  a  man 
had  been  presenting  forged  prescrip- 
tions in  Dublin  (some  for  phenobarbi- 
tone-sodium  capsules).  Three  pharma- 
cists had  called  the  police,  but  the 
man  had  never  appeared  in  court  be- 
cause in  Ireland  it  was  not  an  offence 
to  forge  prescriptions  for  sleeping  cap- 
sules. Twenty-nine  bodies  were  inde- 
pendently enforcing  the  forensic  regu- 
lations, and  a  strong  case  existed  for 
unified  control.  The  Society  was  al- 
ready operating  satisfactorily  the  only 
full-time  inspectorate  in  the  Republic, 
and  he  believed  it  should  be  author- 
ised to  take  over  the  functions  of  in- 
spection under  the  D.D.A.  and  1966 
Regulations.  In  the  United  Kingdom 
five  substances  that  could  cause  addic- 
tion and  over  which  the  United 
Nations  was  concerned  were  subject 
to  poisons  and  D.D.A.  controls,  but 
in  Ireland  they  were  uncontrolled,  as 
were  many  other  potent  drugs  includ- 
ing hallucinogens.  Might  not  those  gaps 
cause  Ireland  to  become  attractive  as 
a  centre  of  smuggling  drugs? 

The  Dublin  Health  Authority  had 
claimed  that  the  Medical  Preparations 
(Control  and  Sales)  Regulations  did  not 
apply  to  the  supply  of  prescriptions 
through  its  pharmacies  because,  it  was 
said,  there  was  no  sale,  and  the 
Authority  had  refused  to  allow  the 
Society  to  carry  out  the  inspection  the 
Regulations  authorised.  That  was  an 
extraordinary  situation. 

The  problem  of  forged  prescripitions 
had  mushroomed  as  "prescription  only" 
restrictions  had  come  into  force.  Ini- 
tially, pharmacists  had  felt  a  sense  of 
pride  in  detecting  a  forgery,  and  a 
large  number  of  forgers  had  been  iden- 
tified and  sometimes  introduced  to 
medical  treatment  for  addiction.  Con- 
trol on  drug  sales  would  remain  in- 
effective so  long  as  drugs  or  medicines 
were  distributed  through  groceries, 
supermarkets,  hardware  shops  and 
travelling  vans.  A  combination  of  a 
licensing  arrangement  and  an  organised 
pharmaceutical  quality  control  service 
with  routine  and  spot  checks  would 
provide  the  closest  approach  to  the 
desired  ideal  situation.  The  new  uni- 
versity graduate  in  pharmacy  would 


be  best  qualified  to  carry  out  the  con- 
trols. 

Dr.  P.  Brennan  (consultant  at  St. 
Vincent's  Hospital,  Dublin)  said  that 
the  hazards  of  drugs  were  infinitesim- 
ally  small  compared  with  the  benefits 
resulting  from  their  use.  He  had  no 
doubt  that  barbiturate  dependence 
started  from  medical  prescription,  and 
the  hazards  of  drug  interaction  as- 
sumed greater  proportions  with  each 
new  drug  introduced.  A  drug  record 
card  should  therefore  be  provided  to 
every  patient;  it  could  be  completed 
by  the  pharmacist  when  he  dispensed  a 
drug  and  produced  when  the  patient 
attended  his  doctor,  hospital  or  out- 
patient department  or  whenever  he 
returned  to  the  pharmacist  for  dis- 
pensing. In  that  way  the  hazards  of 
multiple  prescriptions  and  drug  inter- 
actions would  be  exposed.  It  seemed 
logical  that  all  drugs  should  be  sold 


only  by  pharmacists.  Their  sale  in 
supermarkets  by  shop  assistants  un- 
doubtedly led  the  public  to  believe 
that  they  were  relatively  innocuous. 
At  present,  some  patients  could  get 
bulk  supplies  from  manufacturers  or 
wholesalers  without  prescription  and 
with  few.  if  any,  instructions.  Central- 
ised control  had  proved  its  value  in 
the  United  States  and  similar  steps 
should  be  taken  in  Ireland. 

Mr.  T.  F.  O'Higgins.  T.D.  (a  for- 
mer Minister  for  Health)  said  the  lack 
of  a  single  central  authority  to  enforce 
statutes  and  regulations  was  disturbing 
and  he  was  concerned  at  the  limited 
application  of  existing  statutory  provi- 
sions. No  provision  existed  for  the 
registration  of  addicts,  and  in  the  ab- 
sence of  quality  control  on  constituents 
of  drugs,  whether  manufactured  in 
Eire  or  imported,  it  was  difficult  to  en- 
force existing  legislative  controls.

A  Chelsea  pharmacist 

THERE  are  still  over  two-and-a-half 
years  to  go  before  the  £  officially  equals 
100  "new  pennies"  instead  of  the  tra- 
ditional 240  "old"  pennies.  But  one 
pharmacist  who  wouldn't  mind  if  D- 
day  were  only  100  days  away  rather 
than  1,000  is  Malcolm  Lyons  who 
owns  and  runs  a  modern  pharmacy  at 
61  Sloane  Avenue,  London  S.W.3.  Mr. 
Lyons  has  installed  a  cash  register  (an 
NCR  Point  21)  which,  though  cur- 
rently operating  in  f.s.d.,  can  be 
quickly  and  easily  converted  to  decimal 
money  on-site  when  D-day  arrives.  The 
conversion  will,  too,  be  carried  out 
without  charge  during  a  routine  ser- 
vice call  by  a  technician  of  National 
Cash  Register  Co.,  206  Marylebone 
Road,  London,  N.W.I. 

Said  Mr.  Lyons:  "I  intend  to  have 
my  machine  converted  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible after  February  15,  1971.  From 
that  date  my  customers  are  going  to 
expect  me  to  be  something  of  a  deci- 
malisation expert.  Obviously  it  will  be 
an  invaluable  bit  of  public  relations  to 
be  as  ready  as  possible." 

Mr.  Lyons  took  over  the  shop  only 
about  seven  months  ago.  "I  needed 
a  new  cash  register,"  he  said,  "and  it 
would  have  been  idiotic  not  to  buy  an 
f.s.d. /decimal  machine.  The  fact  that  I 
would  have  to  decimalise  sometime  in 
the  next  three  years  also  made  me 
think  how  I  could  improve  my  sales-

recording  technique.  If  I  opened  an- 
other pharmacy  I  should  naturally 
want  an  effective  control  on  takings. 
With  the  machine  I've  chosen  the 
printed  audit  roll  and  "proprietor  only" 
key  which  locks  it  in  will  keep  altera- 
tions and  inaccuracies  to  the  minimum. 
An  important  feature,  since  for  the 
next  five  years  two  currencies  will  be 
circulating  together,  is  that  the  machine 
adds  up  automatically."

Computerised   Drug  Information 

The  American  Society  of  Hospital 
Pharmacists  has  produced  a  computer- 
processable  "drug  products  informa- 
tion file"  with  applications  in  business 
records,  patient  records  and  drug  re- 
search. Master  and  extract  tapes  pro- 
vide details,  in  code  form,  of  F.D.A. 
numbers,  trade  and  generic  names, 
dosage  forms,  routes  of  administration, 
strengths,  packs  and  manufacturer.  The 
master  file  contains  over  16,000  drug 
product  packs  of  144  manufacturers.

The  prices  given  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages, 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into  stocK.

What  doctors  are  reading  about  developments 
in  drugs  and  treatments 

THAT  liver  disease  may  significantly 
impair  drug  metabolism  in  man  has 
been  demonstrated  by  workers  at  the 
Royal  Free  Hospital,  London.  The 
finding  may  provide  one  possible  ex- 
planation, it  is  thought,  for  an  abnor- 
mal clinical  response  to  a  standard  dose 
of  a  drug.  Two  drugs  were  studied: 
phenylbutazone,  which  is  known  to  be 
hydroxylated  in  the  body  by  a  micro- 
somal enzyme  system,  and  isoniazid, 
a  drug  known  to  be  metabolised  by  a 
non-microsomal  acetylase.  It  was  found 
that  the  plasma  half-life  of  both  drugs 
was  prolonged  in  patients  with  liver 
disease.  In  patients  who  had  been 
receiving  a  variety  of  other  drugs 
known  to  induce  microsomal  enzymes 
(for  example  barbiturates),  the  half- 
life  of  phenylbutazone  was  shortened 
(pretreated  volunteers  gave  comparable 
half-lives  whether  they  had  liver  disease 
or  not).  Pretreatment  did  not  affect  the 
half-life  of  isoniazid.  The  authors 
stress  that,  when  the  effect  of  a  drug 
is  assessed  in  both  healthy  individu- 
als and  in  those  with  liver  disease,  note 
must  be  taken  of  the  method  by  which 
the  drug  is  metabolised  and  of  any 
previous  therapy  that  could  affect  it 
(Lancet,  June  15,  p.  1275).

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From  Apothecary  to  Pharmacist— Series  2

THE  CHANNEL  ISLANDS 

The  Channel  Isles,  situated  off  the  North-west  coast  of 
France  (at  distances  of  from  10  to  30  miles),  are  the  only 
portion  of  the  Dukedom  of  Normandy  now  belonging  to 
the  British  Crown,  to  which  they  have  been  attached  ever 
since  the  Norman  Conquest  in  1066.  They  consist  of  Jersey, 
Guernsey,  Alderney,  Sark  and  several  other  small  islands. 
The  Lieutenant-Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief  of 
Jersey  and  Guernsey  are  the  personal  representatives  of 
the  Sovereign  and  the  channel  of  communication  between 
Her  Majesty's  Government  and  the  governments  of  the 
islands.  Each  of  the  main  islands  has  its  own  legislature. 
Sark  is  governed  by  a  hereditary  chief  known  as  the 
Seigneur,  present  holder  of  the  office  being  the  Dame  of 
Sark.  Though  the  official  language  of  the  Islands  is  now 
English,  a  Norman-French  patois  is  also  spoken  except  in 
Alderney. 

1.  JERSEY:  The  earliest  mention  I  have  been  able  to 
trace  of  anybody  in  the  Island  to  have  any  association  con- 
nected with  pharmacy  was  John  H.  Brohier  who,  when  aged 
thirty,  was  mentioned  on  July  21,  1794,  as  a  chemist  and 
merchant  of  note.  In  a  document  of  September  14,  1795,  a 
Mr.  Grellier,  aged  twenty-three,  and  believed  to  have  been 
an  emigre  from  France,  was  mentioned  as  an  apothecary.  In 
1826  William  Saunders,  then  aged  twenty-four,  was 
described  as  a  chemist  and  druggist.  Unfortunately  there 
seems  to  remain  no  information  about  the  qualifications  of 
those  men.  A  document  of  1837  listed  the  names  and 
addresses  of  fifteen  persons  described  as  apothicaires  et 
droguistes.  Three  had  English  names  and  were  presumably 
apothecaries,  the  remainder  being  locals  and  druggists.  The 
first  local  man  to  be  registered  with  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  was  James  Aubin  who  is  in  the  list 
of  1850  (No.  2480).  In  1861  there  were  listed  nine  English- 
men and  nine  locals  as  apothicaires  et  droguistes.  Among  a 
contemporary  list  of  docteurs,  medicins  et  chirurgiens 
accoucheurs  was  a  George  Parker,  L.S.A.  In  a  record  of 
the  year  1872  appears  the  name  of  Prosper  Regnant, 
described  as  medicin  pharmacien  de  Paris.  In  those  days 
the  character  of  Island  affairs  was  very  French  and  there 
were  numerous  doctor-pharmacists.  In  course  of  time 
they  gradually  diminished,  the  only  pharmacy  remaining 
of  such  strongly  French  character  is  the  Croix  de  Lorraine 
pharmacy. 

By  about  1890  several  other  local  persons  had  qualified 
and  they  approached  the  governing  body  —  the  States  of 
Jersey  —  for  legal  recognition  and  registration  as  a  profes- 
sional body.  On  May  5  the  necessary  legislation  was  passed 
as  "Reglement  sur  I'exercice  de  la  Pharmacie",  this  being 
the  first  official  use  of  the  word  pharmacie,  the  official 
language  then  being  French.  M.  Eugen  Duprey,  registered 
as  pharmacien  Ie  CLASSE,  Faculte  de  Paris,  is  said  to  have 
been  a  most  distinguished,  venerable  gentleman  and  man  of 
letters.  At  one  time  the  Royal  Court  gave  official  recogni- 
tion of  some  unqualified  persons,  allowing  them  to  conduct 
a  pharmacy.  The  following  is  an  example  (in  translation) :  - 
At  the  Royal  Court  of  the  Isle  of  Jersey,  August  14,  1897. 
M.  Edmund  Tapley  Adams  of  53  King  Street,  St.  Helier, 
pharmacien  et  droguiste  established  in  this  island  for  more 
than  ten  years,  having  asked  if  he  could  be  permitted  to 
exercise  the  profession  of  pharmacie  et  droguiste. 

In  terms  of  the  regulation  passed  by  the  States  of  this 
Island  on  August  5,  1897,  the  Court  has  allowed  the  said 
request  despite  the  non-production  of  a  diploma  by  the  said 
M.  Adams  and  that,  seeing  he  has  exercised  the  profession  of 
pharmacien  before  the  promulgation  of  the  regulation  on  the 
practice  of  pharmacy,  as  he  has  shown  by  the  production  of 
a  certificate  to  this  effect  signed  by 
Thomas  le  Geyt  Curry, 
Theophile  Wesley  de  Blancq, 
Phillipe  Baudain, 


Principals  of  the  Parish  of  St.  Helier,  the  said  certificate  being 

lodged  with  the  registrar's  office. 

Signed,  P.  Coutanche,  Clerk  to  the  Registry. 

One  of  the  oldest  pharmacies  in  Jersey  is  that  of  Picquet's 
Chemists  formerly  at  King  Street  corner,  the  principal 
corner  site  in  the  island.  It  was  opened  as  a  pharmacy  by 
J.  Aubin  in  1813  and  continued  in  that  family  until  the 
early  1880's  when  it  was  acquired  by  John  Picquet  for  his 
son  Frederick  J.  Picquet  was  already  in  business  in  York 
Street  in  1847.  F.  Picquet  died  in  the  early  1920's  and  the 
business  passed  out  of  the  family.  The  site  was  sold  in 
1928  and  the  building  was  demolished. 


The  former  Picquet's  pharmacy  at  St.  Helier,  Jersey  ("Family  and 
dispensing  chemists")  as  it  was  in  1926. 


Pharmacy  is  said  to  have  reached  a  low  ebb  in  the 
Channel  Islands  during  the  German  occupation.  Since  the 
1939-45  war  the  law  has  been  amended,  and  only  the 
British  qualification  is  now  accepted,  apothicaire  and 
apothecary  have  long  since  disappeared  and  pharmacien 
has  almost  entirely  dropped  out  of  use,  though  a  pharmacy 
that  originally  belonged  to  one  of  the  French  doctor-phar- 
macists is  still  in  existence.  It  is  the  Croix  de  Lorraine 
pharmacy,  already  mentioned,  sometimes  called  in  adver- 
tisements the  French  pharmacy  and  flying  the  French  flag. 
The  owners  (M.  and  Mme  Laberse)  were  registered  a  few 
years  after  the  1914-18  war.  Monsieur  with  a  diploma  as  a 
doctor  and  Madame  as  "Pharmacienne,  \e  Classe  de  Paris." 
The  business  is  bound  to  lose  its  character  since  only  British 
diplomas  are  now  registrable.  Already  a  small  white  square 
in  the  middle  of  one  of  the  windows  says  dispensing 
chemist,  an  acknowledgement  of  the  Anglicanisation  of 
Island  affairs  since  the  end  of  the  German  occupation.  The 
title  chemist  now  appears  to  be  most  popular,  although 
chemist  and  druggist  and  pharmacist  are  also  used.

Year  Book  of  Drug  Therapy  1967-68 

H.  beckman,  m.d.  (editor).  Year  Book  Medical  Pub- 
lishers, Inc.  (in  Britain  John  Wiley  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Baf- 
fins  Lane,  Chichester,  Sussex).  1\  x  5i  in.  Pp.  573.  94s. 
The  book  compactly  provides  a  wealth  of  recently  pub- 
lished information  on  drug  use  and  effects  in  a  wide  range 
of  medical  and  surgical  conditions,  presented  as  summaries 
of  research  papers  mainly  from  early  1966  to  mid- 1967. 
Tables,  graphs  and  photographs  from  the  originals  are 
included  where  appropriate. 

Computers  in  Distribution 

National  Computing  Centre,  Quay  House,  Quay  Street, 
Manchester,  3.  81  x  5j  in.  Pp.  72  +  appendix.  10s.  6d. 
Results  of  research  sponsored  jointly  by  the  National 
Computing  Centre  and  the  Economic  Development  Com- 
mittee for  the  Distributive  Trades  into  the  use  being  made 
of  computers  in  distribution,  and  the  problems  for  which 
computers  might  usefully  be  applied,  are  published  in  this 
book.  The  survey  showed  that  nearly  300  firms  were  using 
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their  own  computers  to  help  with  distribution  problems; 
200  of  them  were  studied  to  check  the  progress  the  firms 
were  making,  the  range  of  computer  applications,  and  the 
standard  packages  that  were  most  popular. 

The  Royal  Apothecaries 

Leslie  G.  Matthews.  W  ellcome  Historical  Medical 
Library.  8|  x  5i  in.  Pp.  xiii  +  191,  illus.  25s. 
With  a  wealth  of  references  and  notes  that  will  be  of  the 
utmost  value  to  anyone  anxious  to  make  more  detailed 
study  of  the  long  succession  of  Royal  Apothecaries,  Mr. 
Leslie  G.  Matthews  has  produced  a  most  valuable  history. 
It  covers  the  centuries  from  circa  1200  to  the  present  time 
and  is  of  necessity,  since  it  extends  to  fewer  than  200  pages, 
a  concise  record  for  reference  rather  than  for  extended 
reading.  Nevertheless,  in  the  small  compass  of  the  volume, 
the  author  has  contrived  to  include  some  reference  to  all 
who  have  occupied  the  important  position  of  apothecary 
to  royalty.  The  subject  has  already  attracted  the  interest 
of  Mr.  Matthews  in  more  limited  range,  for  he  has  pre- 
viously looked  at  the  Tudor  and  Jacobean  periods  in 
individual  papers  already  published,  and  one  can  readily 
appreciate  that  such  Iwrs  d'oeuvres  would  whet  the  appe- 
tite of  both  author  and  reader  for  a  more  complete  repast. 
It  is  to  be  expected  that,  particularly  at  times,  the  infor- 
mation available  is  less  detailed  than  the  author  himself 
would  have  liked,  but  he  has  gone  to  immense  pains  to 
gather  all  that  he  could  and  he  has  set  it  down  in  as 
readable  a  form  as  was  possible,  given  the  records  of 
the  early  holders  of  the  office.  He  is  much  happier  with  the 
Tudor  and  Stuart  periods,  for  material  is  available  enabling 
him  to  give  much  more  detailed  accounts  of  the  individual 
apothecary  and  his  many  and  diverse  duties,  which  have 
ranged  widely  over  the  centuries.  Many  holders  of  the 
office  acquired  great  influence  and  position  and  achieved 
wealth,  while  others,  probably  equally  deserving,  found 
the  regal  purse  empty  when  they  presented  their  bills.  The 
author  has  given  clues  which  may  encourage  local  historians 
to  delve  into  their  archives,  for  it  seems  that  more  may  yet 
be  uncovered. 


Unilever  1945-65 

professor  charles  wilson.  Cassell  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  35

Dealing  with  the  years  following  the  1939-45  war,  Pro- 
fessor Charles  Wilson's  latest  work  on  the  Unilever  organi- 
sation could  appropriately  have  been  called  "The  History 
of  Unilever,  Vol.  Ill"  because  the  earlier  history  was  dealt 
with  by  the  same  author  in  Vols  I  and  II  under  that  title 
in  1954  (C.  &  D.,  October  2,  1964,  p.  355).  The  first  part 
of  the  current  work  deals  topically  and  historically  with 
the  main  themes  of  the  company's  development  in  a  period 
of  unprecedented  changes.  The  second  part  outlines  the 
problems  as  they  affected  particular  products  and  marketing 
areas.  The  growth  rates  of  the  various  sections  of  this  large 
organisation  make  interesting  reading.  For  instance,  sales 
of  toilet  preparations  by  the  company  in  Europe  increased 
from  £4  million  to  over  £23  million  between  1949  and 
1965,  and  over  one-third  was  accounted  for  by  France. 
The  group's  main  toilet  company  in  France  was  Thibaud 
Gibbs,  which  had  a  turnover  nearing  £14  million  in  1939. 
After  the  war  competition  from  American  toilet  prepara- 
tion makers  moved  in  with  heavy  advertising  and  seriously 
affected  the  turnover.  French  shareholders  must  have 
thought  the  company  was  doomed  and  sold  their  shares 
to  Unilever.  Regrouped  and  re-equipped  Thibaud  Gibbs 
steadily  consolidated  its  position  and  by  1965  had  re- 
covered half  the  French  home  market  for  shaving  soap, 
40  per  cent,  for  tooth-pastes  and  1 1  per  cent,  for  razor 
blades.  Another  business  in  France  —  "unique  within 
Unilever"  was  Harriet  Hubbard  Ayer  —  bought  by  Uni- 
lever's New  York  subsidiary  in  1947,  and  described  as 
"a  daring  innovation  but  not,  at  first  blush,  a  successful 
one"  because  Unilever's  usual  mass  manufacture  and  mar- 
keting were  not  applicable.  The  American  side  was  quickly 
sold,  the  European  business  was  kept  and  entrusted  to 
French  Unilever.  By  1965  its  agents  were  active  in  seventy 
countries,  sales  had  risen  from  £60,000  in  1949  to  £600,000 
in  the  early  1960's.  There  are  many  other  case  histories  of 
products  handled  daily  by  the  pharmacist.
